1 saw M, Saaonow yesterday, and his Excellency told me that there seemed now to 
be every prospect that the question o! the automobile concession would be settled, and 
that the Russian scheme lor conversion of the debt would he carried through* If this 
were done, it might then be possible for him to have the Russian troops withdrawn 
from Kasviu, but at the same time Jn would warn the Persian Government that, in 
the event of their refusing to prolong the mining concession, his Government might 
Ibid itself forced to carry out prospecting work ami to send a small body of Cossacks 
!o protect the prospecting engineers. 

M Sazonow told me also at I,ho same time thai representations had been made at 
Constant.inopLe by tho German Ambassador on tlie subject of the Persian frontier, and 
dint Huron von Marschall had warned the Porte of the danger which they ran of 
provoking Russia if they persisted in their present attitude with regard, to this 
question, The Porte's reply to the German Ambassador had been a repetition of its 
usual mendacious statements as to l ho situation on the frontier. 

M, Bazonow then said that lie hoped that he might count on our support, at 
( bnstantinople if he should eventually decide to take any action there. To this l 
replied that our position would bo greatly strengthened when the Russian troops 
were withdrawn from Kazvin, and that I felt confident that His Majesty's Govern¬ 
ment would then be very glad to act in concert with tho Russian Government at 
Constantinople,

called out a regiment of soldiers, and dispatched it to the quarter. The soldiers at 
lirst made, some attempt to restrain the rioters, tut the temptation soon became too 
strong, and they began ioIool also. Numerous kashkals then appeared qu the scene 
and plundered in a most thorough manner. 

I first received news of the riot at about 9 r 3U a.m, from a Jmv, who begged mo to 
conic to the help of his eo-religionists. After writing a letter to the larguzar, asking 
him to request, the competent authorities to take the necessary measures lor tlio 
defence of the quarter, I rode down with my sowars to the Jewish school, where 
M. Natal then was. The soldiers had just been sent to the quarter, and reports were 
more rejfcsuriag. After discussing the situation, wc decided that there was nothing to 
bo dune for the nfraent, and I returned In the consulate. On my way hack I met a 
inir/.u sent by Kmvum to tell me what had happened. Kawam, by hh mirza's mouth, 
was already flattering hiiuselI on harng suppressed the riot. I told the mirza to ask 
Kawam from my part to take every precaution to guard the Jewish quarter. 

Shortly after my return, news was brought to me that the soldiers were 
plundering the Jewish quarter, I at once rode down to the Government House to 
see K&wutn, 1, found the gates of the palace closed, but succeeded in getting them 
openerL Kuwung Naerted-lJowldi, Shaikh-ul-Mulk, the commander of the Cossacks, 
and others were in a small room in rhe iTincnhpst court, mid appeared to have more or 
loss lost their heads. The French consular agon! was also there. 1 urged Kawain to 
scud the Cossacks at. ehco to clear the soldiers out of the Jewish quarter. However 
the Cossack commander objected singly to this suggestion. Ilu said that there was 
already much bad blood between the Cossacks and ihe soldiers,owing in the nmrder of 
a OMKMb by a soldier a few days Wore, lie mu in tainocl I hat, if ihe Cusacks 
appeared nit the Beene at that moment, serious bloodshed would result, and a blood 
feud would In" established between the Cossacks and the soldiers. 1 then urged 
kawnni to send to the quarter whatever troops he could trust. Kawam gave orders 
for a number of municipal guards to prepare for action, while the officers of the 
soldiers were sent on ahead m bring their men out of the Jewish quarter. Nasr-ed- 
DowfcU, who was much excited and very pale, threatened the officers in violent 
language that he would blow them off at the gun’s mouth, &e.,, if they did not 
stop their men pillaging. The authorities were evidently in a hopeless stale of panic 
After again imploring Kawnni to semi at cilice some reljfde force to (he Jewish 
quarter, 1 left in order to see how M. Nutuf was faring. I rode through a part of ihu 
Jewish quarter, nod saw a number of tbe looters at work— men and women, townspeople 
sokheisj ami kj&hkuia. i tomid M, Natal; in Ids house, which is outeiiltr the Jewish 
quarter, with the French consular agent, who had preceded me. After a short 
discussion, I rode hack to the consulate, sending a forradi to keep watch on the Jewish 
quarter, and report Lu mo. About 2 l h .M. my fnnjjj&li reported to me that the plundering 
was still going <m . I aL once wrote to Kawani, reproaching him for his failure to stop 
the p.lingmg, Ha replied abort an hour later that he had succeeded in putting a stop 
to the plundering. As a matter of fact, I he rioters, having completely sacked the 
quarter, withdrew- between 2 and 3 i.m. At J pm. I called on Kawqm and discussed 
ttm situation with him and Xagr-ed-.Itow fob. After receiving assurances that btr«c 
Hippties of bread would bo mm that evening to the destitute'Jewish pt.pnLubm'aml 
ihat the quarter would, be properly guarded that night, I returned home.

Of course, the two 
brothers, believing tho riot to he instigated by Soulet^DowIeh, feared that they 
would be specially marked out for (lie rioters' bullet?. Of the two, Nusr-ed-Dowleh 
certainly displayed tho more courage, for iu die afternoon, at any rate, ho took 
possession of the quarter with his men. I he municipal guards sent to the quarter in 
r he morning do not appear to have made any serious attempt to drive out the rioters, 
a -l ,1 p. ^1" I ! ■* surprise, undoubtedly lost their heads. They also feared, 

wnh the few reliable troops at their disposal and with So.ulet so near tho town, to 
Hii.i.tfk the unpaid, disaffected soldiers, who, if many of thorn had been killed, might 
have gone over to Souiet. 

The riot was undoubtedly arfcifel, and the rioters were evidently obeying a mot 
d otlre. It appears that the corpse displayed by the rioters was that of a Jewish girl 
u'hich they had dug ogt of the Jc.wj.sli cemetery. It. is quite obvious that this riot, was 
provoked bygone or the other of the two parps, whose enmity is responsible for tho 
miseries of I ? ara, Of course each party throws the guilt on the ether, ' It Is, however, 
almost me-niiceivabEo that the Knwands should bo the culprits* They are in power, and 
have everything to low by disorders in the town, which might bring about their down¬ 
fall.

We aio unaware what, price his Excellency the Sheikh of Mphamm&ruh paid in

Has done, ro that however much hm Excellency the sheikh claims that his rights must 
be respected the company is in a very strong position to insist that its prior rights 
must also he respected. Looking, however, to the fact that his Excellency the sheikh 
did not claim mineral rights in Jane-July 1909, we think it unlikely that he will 
claim them now. 

It appears to us likely that had he seriously considered he bad any claim to 
mineral rights in Jim a-July 1909* he would have produced his firmans at that time, 
especially as you report that lie had a general recollection that he had complete 
rights. 

We think you will agree that if would be very unlike his Excellency the sheikh 
to give upanyUmigthat he thought he could legitimately claim or, possibly legitimately 
got by " bluff*” Undoubtedly this company would expect to be compensated, if it were 
necessary to pay a second time for what has already been purchased, but then tho 
company does not propose to act in any such manner. 

Wo are instructed, as already advised you, that henceforth the directors propose to 
act strictly on the lines of the concession; Paragraph 3, first sentenca of your letter 
appears to ns to contain the crux of the position. You suggest financially 'interesting 
fill Excellency the sheikh in tho prosperity of the wells at Ahwaz, if worked. Thu 
comjymy lias already given an undertaking to make some amicable nnangciueut with 
Ijiul in tbn event oil being tapped (naturally m tho commercially paying quantities, 
as you presume), but that has imining whatever to do with the company's right under 
its concession to prospect for oil at Alnvaz. 

’A'e cannot agree with your remark that, the company has been unhampered by the 
slightest local oj position, but that is a matter into wind/we need not ente r here. ' We 
do not consider it nectary at Jill for tho company to threaten hi# Excellency the sheikh 
"itl> Eht wrath et ibc central Government at I.Vliran.

(,■,) The company having in the agreement with the sheikli of the Kith July, 1900, 
acknowledged that the right to treasure trove is vested in the sheikh j could they make 
good to him the argument that the cognate right in regard to minerals in not also 
vested ill him ? 

In this connection I would point put that in framing article 13 of the agreement 
which was finally concluded between the company and the Sheikh of Meh&mtnerah, 
Hr. Lloyd and i in consultation were at pninn t In the interests of the company, to alter 
tho wording of the article on this subject numbered (II) in the draft sent to His 
Majesty's Foreign Office with Mr. Wallace's letter of the 9th June, 1909* and to omit 
any pregnant allusion to minerals. 

The managing director’s draft ran :— 

“(11.) The company .as lessees of t-Ke land agree that all treasure trove 
throughout the lands leased to the company belongs to the sheikh alone. By L treasure 
trove 7 is meant j jdd Mid aitnr * 0 ' i>rtrions rudals in a natural state, or coins or objects 
of antiquity of the sfflna metala." 

In the agreement concluded this became:— 

“(13d The company as lessees of these lands agree that all treasure trove 
throughout the land leased to the company ami other lauds given umler this agreement 
belongs to tlm sheikh alone. By 1 treasure trove ' is meant coins* jewellery, and objects 
of antiquity." 

It will be noted that the words in italics were omitted. 

(d.) Is it usual or necessary to regard the right to allow or disallow boring for oil 
as a ^mineral right' 1 properly so called? In fuel, is the question of the poaseasioti or 
non-poasKSrtii.nl by the sheikh of " mineral rights hr generally, involved at all in the present 
project under discussion ? 

I do not feel qualified to give au authoritative answer on any of these four 
questions, and merely indicate them to make it clear that, according to my lights, the 
daicfrii filiation of the real posit ion of the sheikh and. the company in regard to the 
question of the oil hiring and “minor* ! rights," would he by no means a simple matter. 

4. Holding this view, I cannot help thinking that wore the company, in connection 
with their contemplated boring operations, to raise acutely the question of the incidence 
of “mineral rights'* generally in Mohammeiali territory. His Majesty's Government 
would bo a good rteal embaiTELsaed hi decide what altitude to adopt towards it, and it 
would further seem tome probable that in regard to the larger question, British interests 
might l>e found to lie in the opposite direction to the interests of the company in the 
particular project muter consideration.

\ quite sympathise with the latter. Having paid their price to the Central

IN the course of the conversation whicK ! had with the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
yesterday, his Excellency told rue that the latest proposals which the Persian 
Government had submitted to M, Poklowsky lor tbs settlement of the question of the 
ronvemon of the Russian debt were still under the considafition of the Minister of 
Finance. They liOp reference to the further sources of regime which were required 
to supplement the receipt* from the northraSi customs in the event of the latter piling 
shd£t of the amount of interest with which they were charged. The Persian Govern- 
inent seemed disposed to meet the wishes of tJbe Russian Government on this point,

IN view ot the reticence of the Turkish aulWitms here regarding what 3a taking 
place on the TureoForslan frontier, I venture to submit to you fcfb fallowing;extracts 
from private letters which l haw received to-day from Mi 6 . Safrustioii* acting vice- 
consul at Bit-lis, who tells me that hisf information is derived from Tahsin Bey, military 
comniLUidantatLlitlia:-— 

’* You probably know that some notorious Kurdish brigand* in Van —Mir-Meiitf, 
Sadik* Jailer, Kadir, &c.—had lied Inst hummer to Persia, and, like Hnidernnli Hussein 
Faslui, had taken rahlgc at Maku, under tlio protection of the sirdar in that place, 
Lhi^u were the Kurdish brigand*, in addition to u certain Said Bey, of Mamlim, lor 
t.ho capture of whom the Government of Van sent in August last same thirty Armenian 
fedais at j nod with Government weapons, On Persian soil, however, these brigands did 
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not keep quiet. They raided several frontier villages and did a good deal of harm to the 
undefended peasantry, 

"At tlm beginning of October last the Vali of Van sent Mehmed Elfendi, tho 
chief of police in that town, to Maku to demand the delivery of these brigands from 
the sirdar. The sirdar is said to have replied that he did not harbour such 
disreputable persons ; on the other band, he suggested to Mir-Men 6 and others to hide 
themselves in the district of Khoi. 

" Mehmed Eftbndi returned to Zorovad, the Turkish military head-quarters in 
Persian territory, arid asked the commandant there bo send military contingents to pursue 
the Kurdish brigand* in question, who, in his opinion, were strolling in the neigh¬ 
bourhood ot Khali Conflicts took place between those con tin gents and the Kurdish 
brigands, aided by Persian soldiery and Kurds. Serious losses arc reported on both sides. 
Then the chief of police returned to Van emptwhanded, 

** About three weeks ago another bloody encounter took [dace near Khoi which 
lasted three days. Perfect insecurity prevails on the whole length and igidth of the 
Persian frontier,” 

Mr* SafrtStianN informant further gave him to understand that the Turks 
intend to propose the Lake of Uruin tub as a line of demarcation between Turkey and 
Persia.

(2.) In this, connection please see my telegram No, 514, dated the 3Uib December. 
I forwarded in mydespatch No. 237 of the 27 th December, and due in London (he 11th 
January, si despatch from LieutenaubColonel Gos, pointing out the probable ephemeral 
character of SouIet-cil-Dowleh's co-operation with Mercian i iovtu nment for tho protection 
of Lie main route. His Majesty's consul-general is of opinion that, any programme, in 
order to offer a hope of permanent improvement, must include the Ideation In Fare of 
a large foreo of regular troops, to put the local governor in a position to ei if urea 
authority without having to turn to tribal chiefs for assistance, ills Majesty’s consul- 
general adds; "Existing chaos has taken years to evolve, and by any means which 
Central Government can unaided bring to bearctm be effectively remedied in no shorter 
Line." 

It is reported that force from Tehran has passed Keshan vn route for the 
south. No precise information lias readxcd mo with regard to die three regiments

With 
regard to officers to bo borrowed abroad to reorganise ilio gendarmerie, no authoritative 
information is available us to the country ro which an application will be made now 
that proposal made to Italian Government has been refused, but at one Lime U was 
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certainly proposed to turn to Sweden, and it is still probable, I believe, that finch a 
course will be adopted. 

Provided that the Persian Government perseveres in iis endeavours to support 
Hlzam-es-SuItanoh with troops, and places itself in a position to do bo by churning the 
consent of the Medjlies to the loan which the Imperial Hank of Persia is willing to 
make, the new G over nor-General of Pars should, before the end of the winter, have at 
his disposal a body of troops of sufficient. strength to give him a fair chance of dealing 
with the situation, with* or independently of, the assistance of Scndet-ed-lJpwleh. 
Money, however, is a nine qrn non, and unfortunately the prospects of the immediate? 
realisation ol the loan are hampered by a certain amount of opposition due ostensibly 
to fears lest the handling of the funds may not be under proper control, but more 
probably to the jealousy of parties anxious to benefit thereby. 1 am, therefore, unable 
to speak with any coulkkmce of the chances of the Xi/am. 

To induce the Persian Government to agree to our scheme will, on the other baud, 
bo extremely difficult; my efforts to induce Hussein Kuli Khan to eu form in the idea of 
making u a ponton cons application for our officers have proved entirely unavailing. 
Public opinion probably recognises the special qualifications of Indian officer?} for such 
work, bni the Conviction that Russia would reply with analogous demands in the north 
if they were engaged is bo widespread that there would be no chancer of the Mcdjliss 
approving a proposal for an application in the sense desired, nml I do not believe that 
the ordinary methods of diplomatic pressure would suffice to induce the Persian 
Government to accept our scheme, while we might be led further than we wish if we 
attempt to impose it. 

Although the measures enumerated In the note from Persian Government 
demonstrate that the Central Government is. making every endeavour to restore 
order, it is impossible at this juncture to appraise the value of some of the steps 
projected. 

His Majesty's f Government might in these drernnshmees be disposed to temporise 
and to watch the further development of the measures to bo taken by Persian 
Government hejore making any statement with regard Lo 1 ho course they will pursue. 

A muw-ominittaE reply might, in this ease lie returned to Persian Govern me ut. 
If tills meets with your concurrence, I will submit a draft to you on these lines. 

r l’he reply should, 1 presume, stole dial Hie Majesty's Government cannot agree 
to the surcharge on seni hern customs, at any rate for the present, except as part oL r 
their scheme.

IT will be remembered that at the time of the recent dissensions amongst the 
Bakhtiari khans in connection with Harder Assad's designs against the Kash^cd chief, 
Soufet-ed- Howl'di (ace my telegram No. 3SB nf th| 9th September), the Sheikh of 
Mqhammeitthkhowcd a disposition to take part, in tfe apparently impeding conflict, and 
that 1‘tjl acting consul at Muhn mineral i, under my instructions, advised him not 

to inter!ere in the Bakhtiari quarrels. 

1 have now the honour to transmit copies of two despatches addressed by His 
Ms&sty's consul-general at Push in? to the Govern nan tot India qn the subject of the 
sheikh's policy in relation to this Bakhtlam, As you will notice, the acting consul at 
Mnliaimtiuiuh] in a despatch enclosed in Colonel (Ws despatch No, £59, simmses that 
the sheikh’s agreement with fctatlet-ed-bowldi romrted In my despatch No. IG3, 
and a subsequent agreement with the Bafchttari khan, Amir Mnfakham, helped to 
keep the peace between the Bnkhtiurt and Soulet-* d-Dowlqh at a time when a 
collision appcured inevitable, ami that the promises of support given by the sheikh 
to Amir Mufnkham prevented hostilities halween the lwo brnubhin of the Rakhtiarifl. 
However thin may be, and although I concur with Lieutenant Wilson iu thinking that as we 
cannot guarantee the sheikh against aggression, we should be as sparing as possible In our 
advice to him in regard to Ids relations with the neighbouring tribes, i can only say 
that on each occasion during the past two years on winch such advice Inis been tendered 
to the sheikh under instmotions from me, the situation appeared to me so serious as to 
warrant the action taken. Although Sardar Assad and Eds biandi are undoubtedly 
hostile to the sheikh, E sue no indications of any intention on their part to institute n 
campaign in the M&djliss against him, the possibility of which is foreseen in Colonel 
Cox a despatch No. 79,’ but 1 have informed Cqlonel Cox that should such an eventuality 
appear likely 1 would use my Influence to prevent it, and that, f ace no objection to lus 
conveying a message to this effect to the sheikh, 

Lieutenant V^ilson, in Ida despatch, gives an account of the intrigues eonduoted by 
Aghu Rahim, the Bakhtiiui Deputy-Cover nor of Distill, on behalf of Border Zuffar, 
Bar da r Assads 1 nether, with the object of adducing Larhan Aaaad, Ghfet of the Gha'b 
Ihibiia Amins, from his allegiance to the sheikh. As l have already reported In my 
telegrams Nos. 435 and 494 these intrigues wore successful, and hostilities followed 
between the sheikh and FtuXum, resulting in the latter's taking refuge with the

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Bakhtiaris* The representations which I made on this occasion to Sardur A.ssad F 
though they did not lead to the surrender of Farhan, should servo as a useful reminder 
to Sardar Assad of the interest which His Majesty's Government take in the Sheikh 
of jMohumnitii'ah, and now that l am in possession of the details of the recent Bakhtiari 
intrigues against Sheikh Kkasal I shall seek an opportunity of speaking again to Sardar 
Assad on the subject, and T shall impress upon his Excellency that any disturbances of 
the statue gun in the Sheikh of Moliammerah’s territory would be a matter of serious 
concern to Ills Majesty's Government.

established* ! am informed, an elaborate system of censorship and espionage in the 
telegra pli odmi lustration. 

All important telegrams by the Persian wire are repeated to Tehran hy the 
telegraph officials, and occasionally (as in the case of the SouLet-ed-Dowleh) orders are 
issued to refuse any telegrams from one to the other. The prohibition against cypher 
or code is of course rigorously enforced. 

Hi, Luckily for all concerned better counsels prevailed amongst the Ikklitiari, and 
the elder khans intervened to prevent a collision with the Sou let-. Their action, it 
appears from Lieutenant Rankings diary No 2!L was, due largely to the attitude of the 
Amir Mufikham, w r ho declined altogether to be a party to the fighting, and even 
threatened to attack the S&rdar '^ZaH'ar'e troops in the rear if they persisted in their 
proposal, 1 can scarcely doubt that the agreement which Amir Mufakham concluded 
with the sheikh was to no small extent responsible for his refusal to countenance an 
attack on the aheiklds ally, Soulat-ed-Dowlyh, and it may tliBrefore fairly be claimed 
that the sheikh's relations witli the Amir Mufakham have helped to keep the peace 
between the Bakhtiari and lIib Soul^t.. 

It. dut, as remarked by Lieutenant Ilaukings diary No. 33, the determined 
fictien of Ainir Mufakham in preventing cpjlision heuvreen t.he liakhiiuri and the 
Kostigsii greatly uccH[ituaLed the ill-feelmg between the rival .clans of the former, and 
huatibtics Ud.we&n them wrere on the point of breaking out early In September, when 
A,inii' Mukikham tclogmfihed to the sheikh begging him to support turn by taking active 
stcji.H against the property in Ambistnn of the opposing taction, 

12, The bihuikh was placed in a difficult position. He was must unwilling to cau^e 
trouble in Ajabistun ]>y weiring proj)Ci ty of the Sni , (1urtef^Zallai ,: 's family, hut at tbo 
same time be felt that the Amir iMuGklmin's ocntinuiedsupport was of the greatest 
value to him at the present juncture, and that it could only be secured by active 
assistance on his part.

This telegram, if it did not actually I,urn the scale, had no doubt an Important 
Gfbet upon the situation oil the Bakhtiari country, lor u reconciliation was ejected a 
few days aifterwinds, and the SardarecK-Zutlar, who Lieutenant lianking ajjparently 
considers to have been in the. wrong throughout, was foiled in his attempt lo involve 
the two families in hostilities. 

The matter for the time being rests liero, but u recrudescence of hostilities in a 
few months 1 time is not improbable, 

LI. I will now revert to the intrigues of Agha Rahim, Deputy-Govcmor of Diztol, 
on behalf of the tianlav^y&ffar, mentioned in paragraph 12, tfupra. 

For the [:1:1st year Aglia Hahiin has been eoUHtnutly InfrigLiitig with I'Vrriian Aysail, 
Chief nf the Chii'h Hu bids Arabs, and will 1 HaIij|ir-bin-Ghahb of the AI Kathir Aral.KH, 
with ;l view to seducing them from thoir allegiance to the Sheikh of Mohunitnernli, j 
need not detail the laborious stratagems by which Aghn Rahiin has attempted to 
consummate his ambition ; hk olfbi in have not yet been crowned with success, but lie 
has disturbed these trills suffiotently to cause Blieikh Klineal grave anxiety, 

Farban, after three yearn of [peaceful suhinission Lo llie sheikh* attacked the 
’Anafijeh Arabs, who are under the sheikh, some three months ago, brake their dam on 
th& Shuar, which has been coustruot-ed at Ihe latteria expeuao, and ruined several 
thousand acres of cultivation. 

15, The sheikh gave him to understand that he would not hesitate to suhduc him 
by force of arms (the army for the &u p press ion of the Kh ashlar riotn being then in 
readiness at Niiriti), and on alxuit tho 20th August Farhan made Ids submission at 
Band-i-Kir, receiving a robe of honour from the ahuikh. 

Undeterred by this temporary reverse, however, Agha Unhim continued his 
iubrigueo,

khans that Ffirhnn, a subject ot the sheikh, was, attacking his people and spoiling the 
crops, Sardar Mubtaslmm wrote asking the sheikh to restrain Farhnii, and offering 
him, if ho d os trad It, the opportunity of purehosiug a ehure in his Buliugan lands.

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Savdnr-es-Zafiar, likewise deceived by Ali Nciki Kb an, at Aghn Bahim's sugges^D, into 
the idea that Farban wue instigated by the sheikh, wrote to the fatter m a different 
strain, saying that if the sheikh thought that such tactics could win him the governor¬ 
ship of Arabiat&n he waa mistaken, and threatened him with vengeance by indirect 

means. . 

The sheikh, believing Ali Nakt’s complaint, winch lie had Mao received direct, to 
be true, had taken a strong line with F&rbiin, and threatened him with puuisinmmr, 
refusing to iiccept Farhsufa denial of complicity in the rnick, He shortly afterwards 
discovered that AJi Nuki and Farhan had met, showed each other copies of all telegrams 
received, and made a. oom-piLot against the sheikh, 

LG, Not long afterwards he got possession of an intercepted letter from Aghn 
UtiMin Bakhtiuri to Snrdaig^-ZnffiiT, the original yf which I h&Te seen. In this Setter 
\ghn It’diim writes that, according to (he Sfud nr £>^Zn liar's orders,he has succeeded in 
completely alienating Farh&u from '■*our powerful mriemy ° fc, the sheikh), and that 
the S&rdar^5MHi and his associates should scud down n promise to aasbt Farhan if 
lie should openly rebel agahiet the sheikh. 

The non-receipt in Ispahan of this letter delayed matters ®jQwwhnt, hut a 
second letter of similar purport was sent, and the desired undertaking and scaled 
Korans dispatched. They ore now in Farh&n’s hands. 

!7, Agha Rahim has also contrived to alienate Hudar-bin-Gliafil of the A.] Kathir 
to some extent from the sheikh by similar means, and consequently, ns u direct 
resnU of the Swria^Znffto's Intrigues, of which the Sardur Assad is no doubt 
cognisant, si he is not actually the moving spirit, Northern Arabia tun is threatened by 
serious disturbances. Tina directly affeCLs two important British interests. 

Messrs. Lynch Brothers' steamer m Slmlili, 5 miles below Shushtar, and their 
stores are nut unlikely in be ut tacked, mid the oil company's large establishment at 
Dnrreh Klutz in eh, 5 miles below Sbalili, and oh the pipe-fine’in the Khartum (ride map) 
are likely to bo endangered. The latter possibility has, I ■ egret to say, already become 
an accomplished fact, A party of twenty Arabs entered the oil company’s camp at 
Darrell Ivhnrineh by night, and are stated to have stolen about 100 L worth of 

property. , 

They were pursued by the Parviz Khan, m whose charge the district is, and 
who supplies the guards to the camp, hut gut aw ay with most of the loot, though one 
of thorn wos wounded. 

p. irv i K Khnu slates that he sent u mini to Sheikh Far! am, who is slid taring them, 
and that b’arlniTi gave him a list of the names of i lie l|Uid. 

IS, The oil company will no doubt eventually claim the value of the stolen articles 
from the sheikh, hi whose jurisdiction Sheikh Fnriuin, and probably the robbers, are, 
but the report on the facte of tiho case by the local of the company at Hamdi 

Klinrineh indicates such a culpable neglect of all precautions against robbery, and suds 
apathy til tor the robbery had lieun discovered, that 1 slid l he very chary of pressing 
their claim on the sheikh, particularly as L-bertr is nothing in his agreement making him 
liablu. for such a loss. For the present, however, they arc claiming from Parviz Khan, 
in whose jurisdiction the theft took place. 

Lit This is, however,!! side issilu, and Us only bearing on tlio question under 
diseus#im is that it show's that the intomd disputes'of the Bakhtiari and tlm Sardar 
Aaand and Sardar-^ZallaFs auciout hostility to the sheikh have au immediate bearing 
upon the sheikh's and upon British interests in Arabistacn Further, that the sheikh's 
jHilicy in intervening in the quarrel and support big the Amir Mufhkhuni is the course best 
calculated to keep the peace in Arubistan and elsewhere and prevent loss to British 


interests. 

dO, To summarise briefly the conclusions to which 1 have been led by the events 
outlined above, I beg leave to espictiH my belief that tho present policy of the Sitrilur 
Aria uirtkit bia tribal iirigldamrs is the one heat calculated to further his own 
interests, which are in nil respects identical with curs,' He desires no mcreasr of 
territory or jurisdiction, mid lias repeatedly refund to take uyier the Governorship oi 
Ambistnu, which it k at present impossible for any man to hold with credit Lo himself. 1 fe 
desires peace and n united hegemony of Arab tribes under Ins control, than which 
nothing could he more favourable to British interests. We are unable to guarantee him 
against the aggression of Eiis tribal neighbour, and in consequence we ought, 1 think, 
bn I ic si tat o before dictating his policy in regard to his relations with other tribes 
unless it is plain that greater interests, such as the integrity of Persia, arc 
threatened. 

op The iiheikh holds this view wry strongly. Our attempt to prohibit lus 
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agreement with Soulet, on pain of forfeiting our friendship, and cur warning to him. 
n< tain at having relations with the Vali of Push Gi-Kuh, still rankle in his breast. 

He says that we seem to intend to Lie Ids hands and then leave him to swim as 
best he can, for he is under no deludem as to the Lmpi'obAbjiit.y of our affording him 
any effective support were he to be attacked by his tribal neighbours His agreement 
with the Sonieuind with the Amir Mufakham have, I submit, undoubtedly helped to keep 
the peace and not to break it. and we have no reason Lo look with suspicion u|x)n his 
endeavours to prevent by diplomatic means a general wading inti on, in which he might at 
any moment become involved. That the SardaT^-Zafikr desires such a conflagration 
is plain from the intercepted letter of which I enclose a translation. 

More British capital has been sunk in Arabistan than iu all the rest of Pc rain, and 
it is therefore of supreme importance! to us to ket-p the .Arab trite of this province 
united under the sheikh, and not to suffer the Utters influence or power to be in any 
way curtailed.

Arabistai t tu mo and my people, lmt I would not accept it, as \ foresaw trouble wit Vi you. 

J thought at first of taking It and making you my deputy for the purpose, but l could 
not eon suit you, and m did not do so. 

All rny lands are out of baud, mid I shall be obliged to take the Governorship id 
Ambistnn 51' thing* go on likt this much longer: with all the power that l have and 
with that of the Government mid the State 1 will come in ptisan to protect Arabbtun, 
Then, if we ave not united In this matter we shall fall out, and things will assume a very 
different aspect* if yon wani, l 1 u• Governorship of Araniatan in partnership with mo 
you can have it. The Medjliss will raise no difficulty if it is id my nanm. 

But if you think that the Sagwnnd and Artib-i-Ihdluiu who rob my crops snv 
u&H&ting you to the governorship, you nre quite mistaken. Why do you raise tarhuu 
against me and make trouble? Understand, 1 uin not a coward to fold my hands and 
He down and do ]lothirig. If I cure to put Furhan under my protection lie will readily 
accepts and W1 will the Buni Truuf, as also die Korun Arab*, I j impose nothing ol this 
sort for the moment Bui it is quite easy for nie to tippet the whole of Arabiatau, 1 
.will stop at nothing. It is true unit, I wired to you several times to refuse payment of 
the 2,QUO tomans Government due* on my Ziiidau lauds, but later on I wired to the 
Hamtn-nl Mulk to demand it, and if necessary exact it by force from you. What 
mutter? if you had only refused ii on your own instead of dragging my uaino into It 
it, would have U cii tdl right, but when it is known that you did it at my request i was 
proved here (Tehran) and bad no choice.

The above letter was in the Sui-dnr^svZufTnA own handwriting. As will be seen 
from the enclosures to my No, 104G the allegations of A, Rahim and Ah Naki llml 
Farlnui bad raided the crops of the Sardar Z. were baseless, and made with the solo 
object of i>mbroiling the sheikh with Forhan. The insinuation that the Sagwand were 
raiding at the ittatigniion of the sheikh is, of course, wholly without foundation. The 
reference tn Zaidan lamb deals with an incident at the end of last year when thu 
Simlar *A.'s mm was Governor of Ifchbahuii. Sardar Z> wired to the sheikh not to pay 
the Government duos on the Surdur Z.'s lands, which the sheikh farms for him* 
Menu while, the Bandar Z.’s non wrote to the sheikh demanding the said dugs. He 

was told that Ink father had given orders it was not to be paid, He referred L-n his

1 look after your lands hotter than my own, and 
have at no time attempted to raise Furhun against you, Ay a matter of fact, you 
probably know by now that the allegations of A. Rahim against Farlmn were all untrue 
and made with a purpose, 

As regards the Ambistan Government, which you say the Persian Government will 
not give it to me, you say that they will give it you, but not me ! Rut. the Sardar 
Assad writes to me that they cannot give it to me because they cannot make Persia “a 
country of tribes" by giving the Government to tribal heads. What are you writing? 
In face of this, bow can they give the Government to you ? The matter is not one 
which 1 can discus. 

As regards your statement that you can raise all Arab is tan against me, I am sorry 
that you should write in this strain ; it was not necessary. For the sake of A. Rahim 
and half-a-dozen recalcitrants who live by fishing in troubled water*, you wish to raise 
trouble. Very well, mako the experiment ; do what, you can.

Owing 
probably to the opposition of the Minister for Foreign Affairs no reply was returned to 
tlib lotter, and when on the 30th October Sanbed-Lmvleli succeeded Hukim-ubMulk as 
Minister of Finance, the fdpbr disavow^ YekiLuhRoy&j ami told Mr. Preeec that the 
iLCgotmliujisi u-uisEi bo started do novo. Since then, Sanhed’-Ddwleh has successfully 
evaded all Mr. Fresco's attempts to negotiate with 1dm, and i fear that, while men 
with such strong nationalist, prejudices as Hu^icn Kuli Khan and Sani-ed-Doivleh 
reiuain in the Cabinet, there seems small hope of a resumption of the negotiations, 
Sardar Assad i^, however, as you are aware, endeavouring to place a new Cabinet in 
power, and if lie succeeds, Mr. Preeee ahould have a better tdiance, so far at least as

A scheme 
has been prepared in detail by Major W, it, Morton, ILK,; M. van lioggon lms 
outlined his proposals, which were stigmatised by Major Morton as fantastic; and 
Sit 'Wi Willeocks has also given us the benefit'of his valuable export opinion on the 
question. Nevertheless, u memorandum recounting briefly the disudvEintsigcs of die 
scheme may not be without utility, even if El only server to disillusionise the Nethorlaud 
Government as to the lucrative nature oE the proposal.

4. Kir W. Willcocks considers the needle dam suggested by Major W. R, Morton, 
R,E., unsuitable for the country, and thinks a more elaborate dam, built for.use if 
necessary as a weir, with sluice-gates, preferable. This would raise the total estimated 
cost to 5€^000i. 

Population. 

5. To cultivate the lauds irrigated by the now canals a large additional population 
would be required; allowing ten acres per bon by, 15,000 additional families would bo 
neaded—say, 75,000 souls. 

The present population of Anibistau is about 250,000 ; those under the jurisdiction 
of the sheikh, 150,000 ; a sudden increase oT 50 per cent, in the population now under 
him would therefore be a condition essential for Iho success of the work. It is 
improbable that more than 2,000 ran lilies could he induced to settle on the newly- 
irrigated lands, even on most favourable terms. The Arab of the province is indolent 
and prosperous—few uncivilised races arc equally so, Dates, rice, nnd, generally, 
wheat grow with a mini mum of care and labour on his part, 

Thu al to mat i vc, colonisation by Persians, is one extremely distasteful to Arabs, 
and is not favoured by the sheikh, who views with not unnatural apprehension the 
results of a large and sudden influx into his territories. 


Sheikh of MoluunmcrniC# Attitude. 

If, Shaikh Kir Khunal Khun, K.C.I.E., to whom, by royal firman of 1903, the land 
on the left bank of the Korun belongs, would pie fur not to sen the Kanin irrigation 
scheme tie lively pressed, for die present, sU till events. Ho is not convinced that the 
pro liable prolils to be gained therefrom are sufficient to make it worth his while to 
invest money In the scheme; he feels tho capital expenditure involved—500,000?,— 
too large to be prudently incurred as things now stand, mid lie fails to wee the need for 
the scheme. I'hero is no; press urn of population: on tho contrary, vast areas lie 
uutillcil and, even near .Mobmmneruh. unirrigated for lack of labour. 

Only force of c ireutustatiocs will induce the sheikh to take an active interest in the 
scheme, and it may ha expected that Ids claims iu dual capacity of sole !mid-owner and 
tribal head will prove a curious burden upon the exiguous estimated not profit. 


Effect-of Irrigation Scheme un Date Groves of Mohammerah, 

7.. Since Kir \\\ Willeoeks expressed die opinion (referred to in Foreign Office 
despatch of the IStli August, 1910, to the Dutch Minister in London) that an irrigation 
selie i lic on the Kuruii would damage the date groves of the Shai.-ei-A.rub, Lib I ms been 
able to study (he question in greater detail, mid when he stayed with me for a fortnight 
nt the commencement of HllO, ho informed mo that he had greatly modified, if not 
wholly inhered, his views on the point, and was inclined to believe that the influence oE 
the Kanin sill is lar less than he had at first believed, The Buusomh date gardens 
are superior to those id Mulianimmdi, yot the former do not. bandit by Kanin silt, 
which is not carried up stream more iMu nix miles by the tide, whilst the latter have 
the benefit of Kanin water all the year round. 

The following U an extract from tho last paragraph of the Foreign Office despatch 
quoted above 

' f It appears, from expert Opinion . . . . , that, as flic sheik Ida own date groves on 
the Shut-el-Amb at presoiti depend for water nhmr-u entirely on what they receive from 
the Kanin, serious injury would bo inflicted on the trees if they were deprived of this 
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supply before irrigation from tho Tigris and Euphrates is undertaken. Such depriva¬ 
tion would apparently result from the construction of a dam at Alivriitt, while on tho 
other hand the trees cannot, as far as His Majesty's Government’s present information 
goes, receive from the Tigris and Euphrates till the scheme for utilising those rivers 
lor irrigation purposes has been carried out.” 

This passage, as it stands, is plainly based upon a misapprehension, but if the 
word “silt" be substituted for “water" throughout, it substantially represents 
Sir W. WHleockGs opinion in 1909, though he is no longer prepared Lo support the 
theory which, lie then advanced, that the Karun silt was n predominant, if not an 
essential factor in the prosperity of the date groves of the Shat-ol-Amb. 

S, The last important objection to the scheme is one to which I am in no way 
competent to refer, but it-is necessary to mention it in any discussion on the merits of 
the Kanin irrigation scheme. 

The Persian Government has heard so much of the scheme, and so many nations 
have at dliferent times indicated their desire to participate in it, that the strongest 
objection is likely to be taken, on political grounds, to the granting of the concession 
for such u scheme to anybody, whether a foreign or a Persian subject, and the terms 
asked and the conditions demanded will probably be exorbitant, making any agreement 
on the subject with the Persian Government almost impossible. 

1 would conclude by reiterating my belief that the only irrigation scheme iu 
Arabistan winch is i in mediately practicable and profitable is that depending on tho 
Karkhch River. 

After careful investigation on the spot of the conditions undar which the scheme 
would have to be carried out, and with all the necessary data before him, Sir W, Will cocks 
has estimated tho capital expenditure necessary at 75,000?- at most, giving a return of 
20,G00i. per annum from an annually irrigated area of 100,000 acres. These estimates 
contrast markedly with she corresponding liguics for the Karun irrigation scheme.

WITH reference to your letter dated the 12th December, 1010* as to the supply 
of maps of certain portions of Persia for the use of the Indo-European Telegraph 
Company, I am directed to inform you that the sheets referred to by the company In 
their letter of the Gth December, 1910* appear to be those belonging to the “India 
and adjacent Countries " series now under issue by the Survey of India. 

Doth the series in question, via.. : (1) Of sheets on the scale* which are 

on sale to the public \ and (2) of the " degree" sheets which* as regards territory 
beyond the Indian frontier* ore for official ubo only* are as yet very incomplete. The 
only sections at present available in respect of the area described in the company's letter* 
copies of which are enclosed herewith for transmission to the company,* are subject, 
as regards the "degree- 5 sheets, to the condition stated in your letter under reply* 

With reference to the final paragraph of your letter, copies of the sheets are 
unclosed for the use of the Foreign Office,* So far os is known at this Office, no other 
maps of Persian territory have been issued by the Government of India since 1903 
with the exception of the map of Persia, on the scale of I inch=4G miles, accompanying 
volume XII of the new (1909) edition of Aitchisou’s “Treaties, Engagements, and 
Sanads/ 1 copies of which have been supplied for the use of the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs*

IN accordance with the recommendations of the Seventh International Geographical 
Congress, held in IS99, the Survey of India undertook the preparation of maps on the 
TtJirfofiy scale (approximately iti miles to an inch) of India and the surround mg 
countries as a contribution toward (he proposed international map of tho world on the 
ujujuTiii scale. Tho accompanying index mum show (he comprehensive scheme 
adopted and I he number of one-millionth sheets already prepared.* 

Each of those sheets covers ■! degrees of latitude by 4 degrees of longitude; by 
dividing them into sixteen equal parts a scries of map* is obtained, each covering 
1 degree of latitude by I degree of longitude* or "degree " shouts. It k intended (in 
time) to carry out that scries of "degree” sheets as far as practicable, but tho scale 
oF tho aeries is ki bo 4 miles to an inch* and the resulting sheets are of exactly the 
same size as the one-millionth sheets. A specimen on e-mil I ion th sheet (No. 31) 
divided into its sixteen “degree” sheets is appended. 0 It wilt be seen that the 
" degree " sheets are denoted hy the letters A, B, C, fe. to P, ami arc quoted as 
" sheet 31 A* 11 ** sheet 31 B*” &c r 

The Survey of India has not yet issued sheets thus subdivided for any number 
lower than 31* i.c., for Persia and urn region westward. 

Similarly* each " degree " sheet is to be divided into sixteen sheets on the scale of 
I mile to an inch (see the sixteen small squares in each of the divisions A* B* G* to F 
of sheet 31, numbered I to 10 (31 A I, 3L A 2* &c.)). Thug the whole project

UK The Secretary of State hue, so m\ not seen ins way to take the one step 
which, above all others, is absolutely necessary at the present turn: to protect 
Messrs. Andrew Weir and Co. end Messrs. Eltmger and Go. from tiro very grave

Andrew Weir and Co, and Messrs. Ellinger and Co, This view in submitted, with great 
respect, 1o be not maintainable, for tin conclusive reason that whereas Messrs, Andrew 
Weir Eitid Co. and Messrs, El linger and Co* are relying upon the support of His 
Majesty's Government definitely and siulivuly promised for y^ars past* and fortified by 
an actual expression of opinion us to tho validity of the Mu in's concession, ooimnuiu- 
euted witli os press authority to Messrs. Andrew Weir and Co., Messrs. F. C, 8trick 
and Go. t o]i the contraryi aiv relying only upon a contract, entered into at their own, 
risk, and with direct knowledge of the prior right of Messrs. Andrew Weir and Go. and 
Messrs. Ellmger and Co. to tho protection of His Majesty's Government. Both the 
JVraian Government aud Messrs. F. 0, Ste'ick and Go. were distinctly warned by IDs 
Majesty's Government, the former that they would be held responsible for any injury to 
British interests, and the hitler that His Majesty's Government were pledged to support 
the contract with the Muin. The relative positions arts .submitted to he utterly 
dissimilar.

possibility of the Persian Government taking forcible action on that foot ing in favour of 
Messrs, F, C, Strick aud Co., with disastrous reunite to 'dcssrn, Andrew Weir and tfo. 
and Messrs. Ellingur and Co., must have been mo known to His Majesty's Government 
long before any communication on the subject was made to the latter firms, whose 
Interests were vitally rdleeteck and who were all this tamo relying upon the perpetuity 
of the concession of which they had receiveduaaurfme&s From Ilia Majesty's Government, 
and on the faith nf which tho contract with Messrs, Andrew' Weir and Co. was entered 
into. But what b much more important, Messrs, F. C. Slrick and Go. have been, and 
arc being still, permitted to ship oxide into this country at their pleasure to tho 
extreme injury of Messrs. Andrew Weir and tin. and Messrg, EilingiH-and Co. t in the 
iceth of a concession hitherto fully recognised and supported by His Majeatyk 
Government, the invalidity of which bus not been and to all appearances cannot be 
proved, notwithstanding that His Majesty *» Govommfent have been, asking to have tho 
evidence p rod need to them for many months past, 


22. The effect of permitting oxitin to be shipped by Messrs. F. G, Strict and Go. 
in existing circumstances is lor practical purposes to prejudge the question of the 
validity of the concession in their favour, and amounts to a withdrawal from Messrs, 
Andrew Weir anti Co, and Messrs. Ellinger and Co. of the support to which they claim 
to be justly entitled, and which lias been repeatedly promised to them, 

2‘3. It is particularly desired, to impress upon the Secretary of State that neither 
Messrs. Andrew Weir and Go. nor Messrs. lillinger and Co. have any personal prejudice 
or fowling of hostility against Messrs. F. C, Strict and Go., with whom they are on 
friendly taring and have other business relations. If that firm themselves sustain 
damage in con sequence of the suspension or, it may bo, final cancellation of tho 
contract entered into with them, tho responsibility for this does not lie with His 
Majesty's Government, and Messrs, F. G. Stride and Co, may well have a good 
claim against tho Persian Government, whether for assuming a right to enter into a 
contract with them at all or for delaying all these months to produce tho evidence 
which, taken in connection with all the surrounding circumstances, can alone 
determine the question whether the Persian Government have acted wretLgly towards 
Messrs. Andrew Weir and Co. and Messrs, Ell in go r and Co*, or towards Messrs. 
l'\ 0, Stride and Co., or towards all of them. The apparent antagonism between the 
interests of Messrs. A ltd re w Weir and Co. and Messrs, Ellinger and Co. on the one 
hand and Messrs, F, *Strick and Co. on the other hand is entirely due to and 
created by the notion, of the Persian Government, and not to anything personal as 
between the respective firms, but, for the reasons which have been stated, it Is 
confidently submitted that there can be no doubt as to the prior claim of the first- 
mentioned^ firm to the protection and support of His Majesty's Government, oven 
though this may in a son sc bring their interests into eon fii<$fc wi I ti those of Messrs. 
F, 0.-Strick and Go., who have deliberately risked that contingency. Moreover, it. is 
open to very sunoiiK doubt whether the temporary cesHation of shipments might not also 
suit Meftstft. F. C. Ft rick and Go., who are naturally tmable to obtain the price? for their 
oxide that they could, command if the oxide previously shipped to this country under the 
Muiifs contract were not also in the market, 

2 -I r For the above reasons, Hia M; ij ns ty's Govern tra ei 1 1 a re re's peel fid ly a i id earj i eatly 
requested to reconsider by the light of all tho circumstances of the case the question of 
insisting upon the suspension of any further shipments of oxide by Messrs. R G. Ktrick 
and Co., and the justice of requiring matters to he left in statu q\w until the question 
whether the Mum’s concession is valid ia perpetuity, or lapsed years before it was 
interfered with fit all, k settled authoritatively to the satisfaction of IIin Majesty's 
G over [linen L Incidentally, it. is pointed out that if the suspension asked for k instated 
upon by His Majesty's Government, it will obviously be necessary not to give any 
lengthened notice of requiring suspension, rh* otherwise, the Permi/Govem numb inighfc 
Ijo nblfi to ship such a quantity of oxide Indore the expiration of the notice as would 
prevent Messrs. Andrew Weir and Co. and Messrs, Ellingev and Go. from gaining any 
relief by the taking of that step* 

25. In conclusion, Mifesrs, Andrew Weir and Co, and Messrs, El linger and Co. 
respectfully point out that they have exercised extreme patience and forbearance in 
this mutter from beginning to end. Every step that has been taken by them has been 
deliberately arid carefully regulated by their utixfous wish to cany out what they have 
clearly understood to he tho views of His Majesty's Government. They have devoted 
an immense amount of time smd trouble, which means money ns well to them, to the 
various phase* of this matter which lias beau so intolerably prolonged, and in which they 
find themselves placed in such n fictions position* They nsk'ilmt His Majesty's Government 
will now take prompt and decisive action, and thus give practical effect to the encourage- 
men I and assurances upon which Messes. Ellinger and Go, have so long relied, without 
so far obtaining any relief from tho grave injury to the interests of themselves mid 
Mtasrs. Andrew Weir and Co,, which they have been and still are actively suffering, 
and which is being aggravated hy r every shipment of oxide made to this "country in 
defiance of the monopoly expressly conceded by the Minn's contract of the 4fch 
December, 1908.

IN continuation of my letter dated EHo 5lh November, 1910, on the subject of bars 
politics, I have to honour to forward* for the information of the Goveriuneni o£ hito* 
copies of further eoa m nun i cut ions m tlfe same connection received from His Majesty a 
consul at Shiraz,!

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2. I am sorry to find myself differing a good deal from the views expressed by 
Mr, Smart. 

I strongly deprecate active partisanship on our part for or against the Society 
whether at Tehran or Shiraz, I was never in favour of what may be called Sir* Cili a 
"pro-Smilet 3 ' policy involving the adoption of the Firuznbad route, and I disagree no 
less with the 11 anti-Soulet u recommendations mad® by Mr. Smart now. Nor, indeed* 
can I reconcile the latter with the simultaneous request made by him to the Soulet. and 
his brother to provide for the safe conduct of Dr, Wpollatt aid Mr Ferguson, of the 
Imperial Hank, and their respective families from Bushire to Shiraz on return from 
leave. This large party lias just reached TCazeroon under the Soulet'a auspices* anti 
to-day proceeded on towards Shiraz under the same arrangement, 

3. It has, 1 think* always been regarded as a constant factor in our policy, and it 
is one -which the country-side fully recoginnoa and appreciates, that the interest taken 
by British representatives in the polities and dissensions of the interior is that of the 
attentive spectator and not that of the partisan, and it is in my judgment especially 
necessary under the kaleidoscopic and topsy-turvy conditions of to-day that we should, 
us usual, preserve a tolerant and detached attitude towards the various elements in 
conflict* and maintain with tom ordinary relations o£ frieu&ly intercourse. It is a 
great advantage when, occasion arises to bo in a position to make.use of these relatione 
to promote our commercial interests or facilitate our work* as wo have dono in the 
instance which has just arisen in the necessity of arranging for to safe journey of tbo 
Woollatt and Ferguson families from Bushire to Shiraz. 

Moreover* we have recently decided to give tho Persian Government one more 
chance of restoring order by their own. unaided means. One can but be sceptical of 
their ability to do it, except, of course, .quite temporarily, but as we have so decided, it 
i» my opinion that we shall be wiser to let them choose their own means and instru¬ 
ments and not provide them with tho passible material for rounding on us later on for 
their ill-success. As regards the Soulet, it seems to mo quite problematical at tbo 
montent as to whether to central an tori ties will elect to make their* attempt by hie 
aid or by his preliminary extinction, but as regards to latter measure it may be taken 
Eor granted that it will be by no means sample of achievement except 3>y assassination* 

If the Persian Government again fail to satisfy us and wo are ultimately obliged 
lo give them active assistance in the re-creation of security on the southern trade routes, 
then surely onr task will be all the easier it we start, unhampered by any inconvenient 
ties of active friendship or pronounced enmity with influential if conflicting political 
elements in the province. 

4. Again, looking at the question from a more comprehensive point of view than 
that-of Fare alone* from which Mr. Smart writes, I think it will be agreed that to 
extinct] on of the Soulct would meat! the strengthening of the Bakhtiari domination, 
and in my personal opinion onr present interests In Persia do not lie in that direction. 

5. I um posting a copy of thin communication to His Majesty's Minister* In the 
meanwhile, on receipt of Mr* Smart's despatch No. 45, should ho ask for my views by 
telegraph, they will bo submittyd iu the sense of this foregoing.

ft is too soon to predict how this arrangement wall work in practice, hut i am not 
without hopes that it. may gradually ripen into a full recognition of the position wo 
occupy m regard to the people of Bahrein. 

3. I estimate the number of persona entitled, under the now arrangement, to 
registration at about 100, out. of which about GO may be expected to avail themselves 
of*the privilege. The number of Bahreinis in Aruhistan legally entitled to our 
protection, la., born in Bahrein or of parents bom in Bahrein, is probably from 1,<»>Q 
to 1,500, of whom some 500 live in Mohammeruh, 

4. ft is therefore necessary to be circumspect when offering encouragement or 
countenance in this locality lo Bahreinis applying for British protection and good 
offices, and I think the present arrangement, is quite as wide in its scope as is at 

l present, desirable in our own interests here. The arrangement which has been come 
to is an informal one between the shaikh and this consulate, involving a far fuller 
recognition of our rights in regard to Bahrein than has yet been conceded by the 
Per&lfS Government, who would doubtless object strongly were they to hear of the 
arrangement. 1 am therefore keeping the existence of this agreement confidential, as 
far as possible.

WITH reference to my despatch No, 40 of the 2Bsh March lost, I have the honour 
to transmit a trandatioa of a uota from the Persian Government regarding tin/ running 
by the Auglo-Persian Oil Company of its launch on the Upper Karan. I fwr that tine 
communication indicates that unless some arrangement is cowo to Ijotwosn tlie company 
and the Persian Government, tlic latter, on the expiry in March next of the period fur- 
which permission to run the launch was granted t will make difficulties about extending 
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the -permission, and will renew their objections to the barges which, as you are aware, 
have been placed by the company on the Upper Karim without the consent of the 
Persian Government. 

In my despatch No. 174 of the Slh September last, I suggested that a settlement 
in the Persian Government's favour of the dispute arising out of article 4 of the 
company's concession might he offered ns a qitid pro quo for the abandonment by the 
Persian Government of their opposition to 1 S 10 bargee and Use telephone which, also 
without the consent of the Persian Government, the company is conatructing along 
it pipe-line. 

Concurrently ^vtilt his negotiations in regard lo the Kerman mining concession, 
Mr„ Prci'cc negotiated with Vekil-uMloya an arrangement on the lines indicated in my 
despatch Mo. 171, Unfortunately, as reported In my despatch Ho, 532 of the 
19th instant, the Persian (Government have now disavowed YgkiJ-ul-Raynti negotiations, 
They have, however, continued to press for a settlement of their claim against the 
oil company in respect of its alleged non-compliance with the stipulations of article 4 
of its concession, ami Mr. I’rcece, being very anxious to come lo u settlement of this 
long-standing dispute, has offered to compromise on terms favourable to the Persian 
Government, and has id, the same Lime waived the condition that Lu return for a 
ucttbineut the Poi^iun Govcnti&nt should undertake to abandon their opposition to 
the telephone and barges, lie has waived this condition with less reluctance, as ho 
hopes to hr able to obtain an undertaking in the sense desired, when the negotiations 
for the Kerman mining eoucession are resumed under the more favourable auspicorof 
the now Cabinet which Sard a r Assad is seeking to establish. 

Meanwhile I do not propose to reply to the Persian Government's note.

WITH reference to my despatch No, 221 of the oOtli ultimo, I have the honour to 
transmit a memorandum compiled by Major Stokes from despatches! and telegrams 
from His Majesty's acting consul at Shi rax on tlie negotiations between the Persian 
Government and Soi dotted-Do wleh for the opening of the mam route from Bush ire to 
S3 draw, and on the state of this road and of the road from Shiraz to Ispahan during the 
past few weeks. 

It will be seen that since Sou let announced that the main Buehi re-Shiraz route 
was opened hk measures for its protection have not sufficed to prevent robberies or to 
seen re the recovery of the stolen property, and that certain British traders hesitate to 
use the road pending assurances from mo that the Persian Government will be field 
responsible for losses, assurances which, in the face of tho official notification of last 
spring as to tho opening of the Jirreh road, I do not see my way to give until. 1 can 
obtain from the Persian Government an official announcement that the main route is 
now open, So far I have not been able lo eatract this announcement, 

Nevertheless it will bo noticed that caravans are passing along this road 
and also along the road from Shiraz to Ispahan, and no robberies have been 
reported from any part of the road since the 5th December. This improvement 
is due, no doubt, more lo the cold weather than to the measures taken for the 
security of the rood, ami Colonel Cox, in a despatch copy of which I enclose, 
gives reasons for thinking that Sou let-odd fowl elds coupe ration with the Persian 
Government for the protection of the main Bush i re-Shiraz route will not be of 
long duration. But, however Soulet-ed-Dowloh's attitude may develop, Nizam-cs- 
SultftUch, the now Governor-General of Ears, if the Persian Govern mint perseveres 
in its efforts to support him with troops and obtains the means of doing so by 
accepting the Imperial Bank of Persia’s loan, should before the end of the winter 
have behind him a force which should give him a fair chance of coping with the 
si t uatioi i w it! lo nt Sc julet-e d -Dc >vt 1 el i ’s a id, 

In any case I think that while immunity from robberies on the Bashire-Ispahan 
road, which lias now lasted for throe weeks, continues it would hardly bo desirable that 
we should begin to insist on Bsc acceptance of our scheme for the policing of the 
road, 

I have been totally unable to induce the Minister for Foreign Affairs lo entertain 
the idea of spontaneously applying for our officers. He no doubt realises that British 
Indian officers arc specially-suited to the work we propose should be entrusted to ihein, 
but the apprehension that their engagement would provoke a demand from Husshi for 
analogous arrangements on some of the northern roads is eo general that a proposal 
for an application in the sense desired could have no chance of passing the Mod]lias, 
nor do 1 think that the Persian Clov|iTimeut oould be Induced to accept our scheme by 
the ordinary methods of diplomatic pressure,

Memorandum hy Major Stokes. 

EARLY la November Soulet-cd-Dowtah arrived at K&zeroun at tho request of the 
Minister of the Interior, and negotiations by telegraph were immediately begun with 
him for the opening up of the Knzeruun read to Bush ire. While the negotiations wore 
proceeding, cm the Mth November a very serious robbery by Boir Akmadis (100 on 
foot and 10 mounted) book place at Ak-Chashmeh, the point at which tho Kazoroun 
mid FMsftbatl roads meet, some 12 miles from Shiraz. Over 100 mules and 100 loads 
were carried off, half the plundered goods being the properi v of British march ante. 
Tbits robbery, occurring when St did, could only he harmful to Sonlot-ed-Dowields 
interests. From this fact it is to be inferred that the Ifoir Ahmadi, instigated in the 
jni:4 to plunder caravan! m SouIet-ed-DowJeh'ts interests, are now continuing to plunder 
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to liia detriment. In reply to telegrams from Ilis Majesty’s acting consul and from the 
Shiraz merchants he stated that he had aeiU a force lo recover the goods, So far none 
of the stolen property has "been restored. 

Meanwhile negotiations for the opening of the Kazeroun road continued* konlet- 
nd-Dowloh was most reluctant to open the road because of the pecuniary loss entailed 
to him by the closing of the lirreli rood, and because once the Kazerouu road is* 
opened the central Government can gradually bike over the policing of it themselves. 

B they do this, ho loses control of the main trade route, which is the chief cause of hia 
power. On the other hand, as big representatives at Tehran pointed out to him, the 
Persian Government must, in view of the British note of the blth October, open the 
Kazeroun road, and if, therefore, he would not agree to do it, they would be compelled 
to use force against him. Soulet-ed-Dowleh, well aware of hie inability to hold his own 
if force were used against him, agreed to open the roach The Government on their 
part undertook to pay for any number of guards he might find necessary to keep the 
road open, in addition, he" was promised the support, of the Government and, ii is 
said, the governorship* of Kamarlj and Mnmaseunh 

The Knzeroim road was accordiugly opened, and of 400 guards, for which it was 
arranged the Government should pay, 200 were placed on the section Kuzeraun- 
Shiraz. 

Relying on Soulet-ed-Doulchs declaration that the road was safe, over 3,000 mules 
left Shiraz for Bush ire during the last week of November. 

On the 27ih November a strong force of rubber.-;, said to be the Boir Ahtuadk and 
Kashgais, attacked these caravans at JTi-iJxainikucls and carried oli IS! loads, 260 
animals, and two pilgrims (women). There were no British goods in those caravans. 
This labbejry caused u panic among the merchant* in Sliiraz, and did much harm to 
Soule t-ed-Do w 1 ell's ro 11 ascciit |?o|>u la r i ty* 

It has been variously suggested that this robbery was duo to—- 

1, Soulet-od-Do wick's desire to force the traffic back to the Jiirch road, or to 
compel the Government to give him more governorships and an increased allowance 
for guards. 

2, His maintaining an inadequate number of guards, and pocketing the allow ance 
for guards. 

3, To hie having lost control of Iris tribes, the robbery being the work of those of 
his own tribe who are opposed to him. 

hi any case die responsibility lies with Soule t-ed-Dowloh. Towards the end of 
November there was some fighting amongst the Koahgms near Knzonoun as a result of 
Soulot-cd-DowlehV attempts to chastise the Enrhsinachm tribe, which was apparently 
chiefly responsible lor the damage done lo the telegraph lines last October. Some 
twenty men were killer! on both side*. 

A third mhlmry occurred on the 5th December some 40 miles from Shiraz, when a 
caravan adcpmpariied by troops was attacked by a mixed band of Kashgaig and Lnis., 
No details are to hand of the extent of the robbery. What seems clear is that tho 
widespread disaffection against him in his own tribe is making the task of safeguarding 
the Kazan, mu mad a diifieult one for Soule t-ed-Do wick* Ho lias so far failed either to 
afford effective OTolection lo caravans or to recover plundered goods. Caravans on the 
main route are, however, reaching Uushiro in safety, and the majority of the local 
merchants arc dispatching goods, though certain British firm* hesitate to do so pending 
assurances from His Majesty’s legation Shut the Persian Government will be held 
rcspcneible for losses. 

The first results o£ tho British note of tho fit ft October were to make SouleUtd- 
Dowleh for tho moment supreme, and to force him to open the Kazeroim road. Three 
months were all. too short a time for the Persian Government to get a new Uuvemor- 
Geiiornl to Shirnz and to open the road themselves* Consequently they Imd to offer 
Soulet-od-Dowlek the choice between opening the road and being treated as a rebel, 
lie chose the former. 

The Shiraz-Ispahan mail is lie Eng used by caravans with safety. This safety is to 
he attributed in great measure to the arrival of winter, and failing the presence of a 
strong governor with troops, the spring, when the tribes begin to migrate, will once 
more he a period of danger.

3. hi view of the above in tor mad on, I think we are warranted in assuming for the 
moment that the means which tho central Government intend to employ—1 may say

The chaos (which exists has taken years to develop, and it seems to me that It 
can bo effectively remedied in no less a period of lime by any means which the Persian 
Government can unaided bring to hear.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Excellency that the Times” newspaper, in 
giving an account of a discussion in the British Parliament concerning Persia, states 
the following 

** Mr, Dillon asked the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs whether thy lives of 
foreign subjects are in danger in Northern Persia, or whether they havo been in danger 
at any previous time. Sir' E. Grey, in reply, stated that he could not. say they were 
not in danger, and quite lately an attack had been made on the Russian consulate. 

The Persian Government feel that tins. stELtcment, and that the British Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs is under a misapprehension, is to bo regretted in the 
highest degree, as up Lo the present no attack has been made upon any one of the 
Russian consulates. Only at Kashau. for the purpose of seeking some rebels, did they 
in a very quiet and orderly manner, and with the necessary permission, go to the 
house of a Persian subject whose status us agent was under disnueskm between the 
Foreign Ministry and the Russian Legation, and whose status had not as yet been laid 
down. Seeing that a single European was not in that house, it is obvious that your 
Excellency will agree that an incident of this nature cannot bu construed as danger to 

Europeaus.^r ig n0ra stc, P s at 4 endeavours of the Persian 

Government for public security, the protection of the lives and property of all 
Europeans, i am certain that you will agree with me that this manner of ignoring the 
pains taken by the Government for the maintenance of security, their peace and 
tranquillity, and such statements made by his Excellency the British Foreign Minister, 
which are inconsistent with lbs sense of justice, cause pain and a feeling of hopdesEmcHs 

to the Persian Government. _

Summary of Events in Persia for Month ending December 27 , 1ft 10. 


Tehran. 

ALL Lhe Bakbtiari khans arrived at Tehran at the beginning of December, and 
shortly afterwardb called on His Majesty's Alin 13 tor, They all appear to be on friendly 
terms. It has been decided between them that Snrtiar Mohtaahein (the Jlheggi) and 
Sirdar Bahadur (Sardar Asaad’s eldest son) are to proceed to ilm Bakhtiori country 
with full powers from lhe other khans to settle Ihd outstanding questions with the 
Anglo-Persian Oil Company. They have decided to leave Tehran on the 2nd .humary. 

Sardar Assad continues, to play u prominent political role at Tehran, though at 
present out of office, I3u is openly opposed to Am-ed-Dowleli, tho Minister oF tliu 
[1708] R 
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Interior and to taxman F&rma, the Minister pf War, and is using all hia mflueircc 
with the Medjliss to bring about a change of Cabinet, He would W to bring about 
ilia appointment of Sipahdar as Premier, but is encountering some difficulty, Hnwom 
Knli Khan resigned the post of Minister for Foreign Affaire on the Silli instant, and a 

reconstruction of tlie Cabinet seexeta therefore imminent. ^ ril . 

The proposed loan from the Imperial Bank of Persia was put before tlie Meshes 
by the Minister of Finance (Sam-ed-Dowleh) on the Cth ms tot, and though the 
necessity for the loan wag not disputed by the members they insisted upon hung 
consulted as to the programme of expend it nre, and also to bo assured of proper 
control. The question has not since been discussed m public. 

On the 15th December, the Finance Minister was interpellated regarding the 
alleged smuggling which goes on in the Persian Gulf porta. It was suggested that 
tlua Anglo-Persian Oil Company imported articles other than machinery without paying 
customs duty. It was further stated that iu Arabiston tlie people were overtaxed, the 
accusation being presumably against the Shaikh of Mohammcrah, . 

On the 17th December,' the Minister for Foreign Affairs was questioned regarding 
the negotiations for the withdrawal of the Russian troops, and replied that, though he 
had received the formal promise of their withdrawal, so far Ins overtures had

InstrueUony had been sent to the French Ambassador in Berlin to speak to 
the German -Minister of Foreign Affairs on ilte subject, and M, Kiderlen Wuchter had 
said that Germany reserved her full liberty of action in the event of Persia asking her 
to supply advisers. 

In \l. Sazonow’s opinion, it would be difficult for Germany to lend advisers now 
that Franco and Italy have declined to do so. Ho thinks that if Persia applies to 
Germany we might represent that, advisers are not being supplied by any of the 
Great Powers. In the event, however, oF Germany consenting to supply an adviser, 
we must insist on the employment also of advisers of Russian, French, Italian, and 
British, nationality.

T AM directed by Secretary Sir Edward Grey to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 10th Instant, relative to a claim put forward by certain Penghu subjects 
that the special provision of article 10 of' the concession of the Imperial Bank of Persia 
should apply jn instances where the ordinary Persian Foreign Office court provides 
adequate means of deciding the questions at isane between the bank and themselves. 

The view of the hank's legal advisers would appear, from the extract enclosed in 
your letter, to be that the bank, it" they have a chum against a Persian subject, are at 
liberty at their discretion either to sue him in the Persian court or to invoke the article 
in question and refer the matter to arbitration, where:in, in the converse ease, a Persian 
subject is only entitled to take the former course as against the bank, 

Sir E. Grey does not con side r that, strictly speaking, it is part of his duty as His 
Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, to advise the bank as to 
their legal rights under their concession, but, subject to this reserve, lie would have 
thcrftght tliat article 10 of the concession, which L£ provides for arbitration in case of 
difference, 1 " is evidently not designed to supersede the ordinary jurisdiction of the 
courts with regard to commercial debts; to interpret the article thus would be to 
introduce the necessity of the bank bringing into play the elaborate and expensive 
machinery of arbitration lor the purpose of recovering even the smallest sum From a 
creditor who declines to pay. By such u procedure the bank, so far from respecting the 
general laws of the country which, in the same article, it undertakes to do, would be 
rendering those laws inoperative by passing outside of them. It therefore appears to 
Sir E. Grey that article tt) docs not deprive the bank of the right to tabu legal 
proceedings if and when necessary to protect their interests and to recover debts due to 
it. llu does not, however, foci (sum Unit it would he prudent to adopt the view winch, 
us I sc understands from a despatch recently received from His Majesty’s Minister at 
Tehran on the subject of tin: present dispute with Muin-ut-T'ujjar, is held by the bank’s 
local representative, ** that, this article whs drawn up to meet cases where there is a, 
difference of law or banking usage," it appears to him, in the absence of further 
information, that the arbitration clause in article 10 of the concession should bo read 
secundum suiijectam moteriem in connection with the subject-matter t>( the concession 
itself* and the '* difference " alluded to therein should be held to refer to a difference u» 
to the interpretation of the concession, some question, for example, as to the exact 
nature of rights granted or powers oxereicablu tliorcuuder. 

As at present advised, lie considers that. the interpretatioiL that the w r ord “ dl SI rondo " 
refers to a “ difference of' law or banking usage," is neither so obvious* no natural, nor so 
advantageous to the interests of the hank nm that which is outlined above*

this post should continue to be a charge on Foreign Office votes, though ho considers 
that it would he preferable that, ilie share of all expenses incurred under this head, 
which is defrayed from Imperial sources,. should fall on the War OElice alone. 

The view originally adopted by Sir E. Grey oil this question was that the niam- 
tciumec q£ the post was a matter in 3io sense of Imperial, hut purely ol^ Indian interest, 
and thqugh he was led partially to recede from this principle in deference to the 
rcproseiitaLions made by the Secretary of State for India, and to the opinion expressed 
by the Army Council’ that ihe continued existence of such an officer was of importance

I :un lo inform yen in this connection that, on the 9th Instant, Sir E. Grey at I dressed 
a lelegriim lo Ills Majesty’s Minister at Tehran, explaining that the procedure which 
thpt company desire lo follow is Lo warn the Herai.au Government at nnco of their 
intention to conclude this agreement and to deduct eventually the sum paid to the 
sjieikh thereunder from the share of the profits due Lo the Government, and not, ua 
previously staled, to defer any communication to the Government till the payment of 
their Ml are of the profits is duo and the deduction there from of the sum owing to the 
sheikh hus been actually made. 

Sir II. Grey lias now received a telegram from 8ir th Barclay, in. reply t<j Ids 
coimminicnthw, expressing the bpiiuou that the proposed warning would be cerium to 
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evoke an indignant protest from the Persian Government, and pointing out that as the 
latter were unwilling, in the case of the agreement concluded between your company 
and the sheikh for the lease of lain! on the Abadan Island* even to admit his 
Excellency’s right to transfer the lands at all, they would* u fortiori, refuse to recognise 
any rights as conferred by lirman except such as appertain to private landowners in 
Persia, as against which the company's rig]its are only conditioned by paragraph 2 of 
article 3 of their concession. 

In view of these considerations, Sir G, Barclay considers that the less inexpedient 
of the two alternatives under discussion would l>o to postpone, if possible, any explana¬ 
tions to the Persian Government until payment is due la them and the deduction 
actually made, though such a course, if the Persian Government had no part in the 
matter, would be highhanded and hard to justify if the question wore to go to 
arbitration as provided in article 17 of the concession. 

Sir G. Barclay adds that, pending a settlement of the question, he has, as a 
precautionary measure, instructed His Majesty's consul at Mohaminerah to explain the 
situation to Mr. Greenway in order that ho may avoid committing himself with the 
sheikh for the present. 

I tun to state that the objections to your company's proposal had already occurred 
lo Sir Ik Grey, and that, in view of the importance attached to them by Sir G. Barclay, 
lie is of opinion that they are worthy of serious consideration. 

As it was understood from Mr. Wallace that the company arc in no hurry to begin 
operations in the sheikh's territories* 1 am to express the hope that they will find it

I HAVE the honour to report that I had a long conversation yesterday with 
M, Tekarikoff, Russian Ambassador at Constantinople* who is at present staying 
at Sophia on account of the health of his wife and family. 

\| r TdiarikotT begun by explaining that Ida visit, was of a private nature, and that 
lie hfid not yet seen cither King Ferdinand or ids Ministers. Mis Excellency then 
turned the conversation to political questions, arid said that wlmt, Bulgaria needed above 
all was 1 11 rid her mind of all ideas of expansion and to resign herself to a long^ period 
of unevenilul economic development. Shn should certainly try to cultivate friendly 
relations with her neighbours, especially with Serviu, bui there should bo no talk of 
anything sensational, such ns nil alii unco ; I ho rapprochement must bo gradual and in 
accordance with the economic mimesis of the two countries, Tlvo conclusion of a. 
Serbo-Bulgarian treaty of eommerots wtettld be a good beginning, "but his Excellency 
would deprecate any mention of a customs union, she very name of which would 
frighten Austria out of her wits, as it had done four years ago. 

The conversation then turned on Persia and the very Etrong views held by Asaim 
Bey, the Turkish Minister here, on this subject. XL Telia ri It off staled that the Turks 
had now quite given up the belief they formerly held that the Anglo-Russku agreement 
meant the virtual partition of Persia, and that they would be faced by a Russian 
occupation of Azerbaijan, and lie thought that they would he much more reasonable in 
the future. There wiln no analogy, as the Turks pretended, belween the dispatch of 
Russian troops to certain places in Persia anil the encroachments of the Turks- the 
former were sent in order to safeguard certain definite interest a and did not interfere 
in the internal affaire of the country, hut the Turks administered the districts they 
OGcnpii-d and irented them us parts of the Empire. I ventured the somewhat common¬ 
place remark, that the Anglo-Russian convention would have mot with a less hostile 
reception in Persia if the two Rowers had been able io persuade the Turks to withdraw 
from Persian terrilory. To my surprise his Excellency did not seem to agree, and ttaid 
that the Persians liked having Lliu Turkish troops in ihtur country, Great difficulties 
would moreover arise if they wore withdrawn, since the Russians would not, of course, 
hu ml troops to keep order in the dGnicte evacuated, the Persians hud no troops to send 
mid ihc result won M be risings of the border kunls and massncrca on a large scale. 

I have ventured lo report the a Imre ccnvereaiiou because ihe presence of 
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M. TcharikoDf has a certain importance just now when M. Scmentowsky, the Russian 
Minister, is so ill that he can take no part in the work of his legation. The views 
expressed by Lis Excellency ns regards the line to be followed by Bulgaria in the 
future are very much more cautious than those hitherto advocated by Prince Qurouesoff, 
the Russian charg£ d'affaires, but I euu unable to say whether this is due to a change of 
attitude on the part of the Ru&sian Government or merely to the difference between the 
personality of the Ambassador and that of the secretary. As regards that part of the 
conversation dealing with Persia,, the acquiescence with which M, Tdharikofi appeared 
In regard the presence of the Turks struck me an something new and of sufficient 
interest to report. 

1 will hand a copy of this despatch to Sir Gerard Lowther, who passes through 
Sophia to-morrow.

| HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your endorsement of tho 
3 rd December, It? 10, in which I am desired to furnish my views on tho proposed scheme 
for the connection of the European and Indian milway systems by the construction <4 a 

line across Persia. , 

% The lack of complete information regarding the country through which the 
proposed line is to run ’ the absence of reliable data and statistics ot its potential 
possibilities, or even its existing trade requirements, render it impossible to deal with^ 
tho present problem on the usual lines. Any detailed forecast of the lumnciid reunite of 
tho line nr its general effect on Persia and adjoin mg countries is id present impossible* 
All that can be done in these cireumRanees is to treat the subject on broad hues and 
endeavour to arrive at general conclusions, 

;i L impartial consideration, of the subject, is moreover hampered at. the outset by 
tho fact that wo, as a nation, have always been accustomed t.o “ insular iL)\ _ and hnvo 
so long endeavoured to maintain the insularity of our Indian Empire, by an impnssablo 
harrier of buffer States, and that we cannot bo expected Lo accord a welcome to any 
scheme which threatens to invade our isolation and bring us,.as tho proposed railway 
must tlo, into direct contact by mil with the outer world. 

So strong is the natural tendency to oppose any change Irom existing conditions 
that there is every danger of om failing to recognise in a proposal such as l.he present 
one, advantages which would bo self-apparent to other European nations or oven our 
own Canadian Dominion* to whom intercommunication by railway with adjoining 
countries is an accepted condition of ordinary life. 

In our efforts Lo consider the problem without undue bias we imiat, however, 
endeavour, whan steering wide of the Bcylla of unreasonable opposition, not to whip- 
wreck on the Charybdis of blind acceptance p 

■1. However anxious we imty rightly be not to expedite a tmw order ot things, we 
must admit the futility of expecting that the present want ol conuumifontions with, and 
in, Persia can much longer prevent access to iho worlds trade, or form ft harrier re 
European nations in their rivalry for new and larger markets. 

No less necessary is it to recognise the -ink t hat, if we detdme the opportunity 
now afforded of a joint arm Element with Husain Lo open up Persia by railway to the 
advantage of our mutual trade, Miitoiu may he compelled, by tho necesaitius ol Llio now 
situation created by the coming Bagdad Bail way, to make joint railway arrangements 
with mane other Power in which our advantages and requirements would be ignored. 
We should doubtless in the end bo compelled to Ihco the very evils wo no(W wiah eu 
avoid, and connect our Indian railway system With one which might not receive us in 
an amicable spirit or on favourable terms. 

It is obviously essential to recognise the above contingency before proceeding to

B. The same table, however, serves to illustrate the advantage winch will accrue tu 
Indian trade from tlio proposed line* and it mav Ijo confidently expected that a very 
great impulse will be given thereby to Indian trade throughout Persia. 

The distance by rail, from IJufiii to Yesd* it will be observed* in but little more than 
from Bombay or Ciputta to Peshawar or Quetta. ^

Bust, but not- least, the existing local products of Persia, such as ghee, hides, 
grain* wool, &&,, which cither uk sauce nr cost of tranepoit have made it impossible 
or unprofitable to export, will became available for export, and thus will be removed 
what is now the principal impediment to Persian trade development, he., tho dearth ol 
expert! for the payment of imports. 

These are great aud solid advantages which will benefit British, Russian, and 


Indian trade alike, They should go far to compensate* through increased bulk, British 
and Indian trade for the more favoured position which the new lino will give to Russian 
trade in its competion with ours. 

10. It will* however, be imporativ ely n ecess&ry, in order to prevent Russia deriving 
more 6.1 mn its proper share of those and other trade advantages* to take stepa to ensure 
British and Indian trade obtaining an equal start as regards time. Unless strenuous 
steps are taken* Russian trade will be able to make use of the new lino before we can 
do so and it will be difficult tor us to make up for lost time, The line should therefore 
be commenced simultaneously from both ends. 

Russia can commence the railway at her own door, whereas we have yet to traverse 
a wide stretch of country to reach the Persian frontier. It is therefore essential to 
extend our Indian railway system to Persia by the shortest and easiest route and to do 
so in the least possible time* The only mute whfell meets these requirements U that

Military and commercial reasons will ultimately necessitate a line from Knrmcheo* 
but it will be unwise to use that mute in the first instance* From the valuable 
railway reconnaissance made by Mr, Johns in 1903, it will be seen 6,1 mi. a line from 
Nusbkl to the Persian border, 3(30 miles in length, admits of very cosy and rapid 
anust ruction. It. is estimated that it could be built within two years at a cost of 
198 lakhs, 4 whereas the line from Kunachec (through Kondi) to the same point on 
tho Persian bolder would traverse a country presenting very serious engineering 
difficulties; it would be over 709 miles in length, cost 759 lakhs* 1 -’ and take some 
eight years to construct. The value of the Kurracheu line to sea-borne British trade 
would, moreover, lw greatly minimised by the lino from Bunder Abbas or other gulf 
soupo rfc northwu rds.

The existence of the line will itself hicihtata measures for dealing with troubles 
of this nitui'E„ hut the tend ilifliculty wlueh the protection of the line involvui is one 
common to several other questions connected with it# construction and. maiataiiFUiCOj 
i c its relation to the future- of the Persian Gov eminent. In this case the adequate 
protection of the line afflicts the future not only of a railway, hut oi a nation. On the 
ability of the. Persian Government to meet its responsibilities in regard to the lino 
depends the consolidation or disintegration of Persian autonomy, ^ On ^ this, again f 
depends the ©filet oF the line on the military and political problems of India, 

Needless to say, that any support which w« give to the present proposal should by 
baaed on the determination to prevefit ilH adoption leading to the disintegration of 
Pcrsim and all our efforts should be directed towards making the Ime a means of 
strengthening the authority of the Persian Cavernment,

As long us Seistan is loft us it is now, cquklfatnut from the nearest Russian and 
British garrisons, it must ever remain an attractive objective and a source of temptation 
to Russia, and n danger to mi revives, The construction of the proposed railway tin© 
will bring us within such easy reach of it ns to destroy all Russian hopes of its easy 
acquisition. Being no longer in the line of least resistance, it will lose its attractions 
to Russia and its danger to ourselves. 

On the other hand, Seiatan, with its important strategic position with regard to 
Persia }m d the Itolmaud, would be at our disposal, and its great local resources would 
©ruibln ns to place there, when necessity arises, a Ibreo sufficiently large to render access 
to India by rail both difficult and dangerous. 
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kVnm a military-political point of view, therefore, the proposed railway line doe® 
not seem an umnixed evil, or one which should bo avoided on military grounds at the 
expense of other important considerations, 

15. Afghanistan has so tor been omitted from these remarks, but a word is 
necessary on the Afghan aspect of the question. The line will affect Afghanistan only 
from the military aspect and in proportion to the menace it represents to that country 
from Russia* W© cannot expect Afghanistan to bp pleased with railway or any other 
arrangements wo may jointly make with Russia, as suspicion of Russia must, tend to 
give them a significance hostile to Afghanistan, Apart from this, there is but little in 
the proposed project which will alarm the Afghan Government. The desirability of 
our improving commLinicathms in order to co-operate in the defence of Western 
Afghanistan has already been clearly recognised by them. The position of the proposed 
line with regard to Stdstun, and thereby to the Herat- Kandahar rout© will, 3 consider, 
outweigh in the official Afghan mind any additional menace from Russia through 
Southern Persia. 

16. Of the numerous minor difficulties which the present proposal will bring to 
the front, the on© which will probably give most trouble is that of gauge. Assuming 
that neither Russia nor oureelves wifi allow the other to use their standard gauge, It 
follows that some neutral gauge will have to be decided upon. This involves u break 
of gauge at'both ends of the Persian line, and incidentally increases tire difficulty of 
finding a suitable place for the entry of the line into British territory. 

The requirements of a large railway terminus, establishment, stair, &c., in supplies 
and wafer are not easily met on the Itido-Persian border, and it will probably be found 
necessary to take the line, even at the cost of distance and time, either to the edge of 
the Scistai] urea* fir to run a short branch line northward# to that place, to supply the 
junction where our railway system# will meat. 

17. In the above remarks I have endeavoured Lo state as impartially a# possible 
the merits and disadvantages of the proposed railway. The conclusion at which J have 
arrived is that the connection of the European and Indian railway systems is 
inevitable; that the disadvantages and dangers are not of such a nature as to justify 
our declining to take this opportunity of entering into the ftcherne by mutual agreement 
on amicable, and thereby favourable, terms, and that therefore we should give, the 
proposal a favourable recaption. 

The time at my disposal has been so short that I am conscious that the above 
remarks must be considered as a somewhat crude and inadequate treatment of so 
important and complex a question, 

IS. The following is a brief summary of the arguments advanced in this letter and 
the main conclusions Hrrived at;— 

It is unwise to expect that the present isolation of Persia can longer continue, or* 
that we can indefinitely maintain freedom fur India from iutercotuimmication by rail 
from the West .

They will be .instructed to negotiate with the 
Ministers concerned as an ordinary matter of business; but it is necessary that tl 
should he made clear to the Persian Government by Ilia Majesty's Minister that in tho 
opinion of Ilia Majesty's Government tlii necessary extension should be granted, and 
with the least possible delay, j , 1t 

The danger which we have to face in this matter is an appeal to J ‘ chauvinism, 
instigated by foreign interests in Persia, and we would express the hope that, ho far as 
his nationals arc concerned, the Russian Minister in Tehran may do wliat lie properly 
can to prevent recourse to these methods. 

As regards the presumption of tho Russian Government that the road concession 
contains no stipulations which would enable our company to build railways, but concerns 
carriage mads exclusively, I have the honour to- remind you that tho road concession 
covers caravan roads us well m* carriage roads. As regards railways, tho concession 
docs not. include railways, the construction of railways not having been nor yet being 
permitted in Persia, But in the year 1890, tho predecessors in title of our company 
received assurances from His Majesty's Government as regards any railways which 
might in future be built in districts traversed by the roads, and assurances were also 
given to our company in connection with the same subject in February 1903.

The various categories of the Governments debt to the bank amounted to 
G 011 062 28 tomans, of which 41,662-28 tomans Eire to bo paid off at ones, leaving the 
consolidated debt at 0,000,006 tomans, which, as in the case of the consolidation of 
tho Persian Government's debts to the Imperial Bank effected last summer, carries 
7 per cent, interest, and is to be paid off in fifteen years by equal muf-y curly 
instalments the Persian Government reserving the right to redeem it at tho end or any 

financial year with two months' notice , , , , . * * . i i 

With regard to section (6) of article 3,1 should explain that these charges include 

die ex-Shalis pension, m well as certain of the quasi-fixed charge* which have m tho 
past bean paid from the customs receipts by usage, tho most import ant i tem being the 
upkeep of the Cossack brigade, which the Persian Government have now formally 
bound themselves to meet from the northern customs—these chfirges connng 
immediately after the coupon of tho Russian Government s loans of I960 and 1J0-.

I HAVE the honour of addressing you on the subject ol the condition ot the 
provinces of Kerman and Baluchistan, with a view to its being brought to the uotice of 
the Persian Government, should such a course commend itself to you. 

3, I briefly described tire condition of Persian Baluchistan, in paragraph 3 of my 
despatch No. 16, dated tha 3rd October, 1910. It is not too much to say that that 
province is, and has for some time pnst been, independent. This would be a matter of 
small importance, except tu the Persian Government, if the Baluchis would settle down 
peaceably within their own borders, but this they show no disposition to do, and they 
repeatedly mid the Kerman province*, robbing and murdering not only travellers, who 
must expect in these days of anarchy to run risks, but also peaceful villages. .Even 
the Persian Government acknowledged the independence of Baluchistan, which it is not 
likely to do, it would still bu responsible for lives and property oi its subjects in the 
province of Kereum, , 

3h As regards Kerman, itself the districts of Jiruft and Rudbar seem to b-e inclined 
to follow the example of their neighbours in Baluchistan. The Deputy Governor of 
Jiruft, was murdered considerably more than el month ago, aud the murdeierti arc still 
at large, and the Governor of Jiruft and Rudb&r now reports that be will bo imahle to 
collect any revenue unless reinforcements arc sent to him. T.Sse condition of the rest of 
the province is far more deplorable than that of Baluchistan, for the Baluchis can 
protect themselves, while the Kenmmis are not only unable u> defend themselves, but 
can expect no protection from a feeble Government. On the north and cjunt the 
province is subject to the depredations of the Baluchis, and on the south and west to 
those of robbers from Furs, and there is no force lit to oppose these brigands. A 
recapitulation of the various raids reported from time to time m the weekly news from 
Kerman would be tedious, but within the last month or two tho Hindus have been 
robbed, between Bunder Abbas and Kerman, of property worth 16,000 tormina, and 
five or six posts have been robbed and destroyed between Kerman and Tehran* 1 have 
received no post from Tehran, since the 33rd November, and tor more than a fortnight 
pn&t the road between Kerman and Ycad has been entirely closed to truthc, the 8him^ 
stage, which consists only ol a caravanserai and a post-house, having Swan held by u. 
strong force of robbere, who not only rob travellers, but have been raiding the country 
nearly ns tar as the north-western boundary of Kerman in the cue direction and or lar lib 
the neighbourhood of Buhramahad in the other. ML PotroJf, lately acting Itusaian consul 
at Kermati, wlio left the town considerably more than a month ago, was robbed before 
he had travelled three stages, and was never able to proceed beyond Anar, h5x stages 
from Kerman. Within; the last few days ho has been compelled to retire to Bayax, jus 
the robbers holding Shims have begun to raid Anar. Baluchis or Sistatu# are once 
more active lie tween Bam and Kaahit, and I have recent reports ol robbery arid murder 
■coiiiiTiittad by them, In. addition to all this, we may shortly expect, a recrudescence of 
activity on the part of Afghan traders in arms. 'The Acting Governor, Sai'dar-i-Nuentt, 
is fully alive to bis responsibilities, but is utterly unable to cope with the situa-tion. To 
two demanda recently made by me for satisfaction for the robbery of the property of 
British subjects in the direction of Shims he has replied that the local Government of 
Fare in responsible, as the robliers now holding Shuns lielong to that proyiuco a 
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sufficiently candid confession of Ida inability to maintain order. As to the quality oF 
the troops available for the suppression of these- disorders, 1 would refer to Kerman news 
for the week ending tha 10th November, 1 y J 0. I have since been informed, on very 
good authority, that the force which marched against the four Afghan nssafcetida 
gatherers numbered fifty, not twenty, as reported by me, under the command of 
Naair-uLM amalik of Bam, who enjoys a reputation for cdttrago and determination. Yet 
this force feared to attack the four Afghans, and withdrew on u. ilimsy pretext, allowing 
them to escape, 

4, 1 have not yet heard of the departure from Tehran of Jaltd-ed-DowIeh, recently 
appointed Governor-General of Kerman and Baluchistan, and do not even know whether 
he still intends to take up his appointment, though the establishment of a strong 
Government in these provinces is a matter of the most pressing necessity. In conclusion, 

1 would add, i if. be not out of place for me to do so, that, even if we had no interests 
to safeguard in this country, common humanity would justify the adoption by us of the 
strongest meiisures for the restoration of order, and I believe that their adoption 
would lie welcomed by the majority of the inhabitants.

RitcHe, the pipe-line contractor of the Anglo-Persian Oil Company, tells me that 
the company have hud to close down their works almost entirely, as the Bakhtiari 
guards have so annoyed and fleeced the company's native servants that the latter have 
struck. He is very pessimistic, and seems to think that nothing but the return of the 
troops can possibly restore order. But a force of fifty men would bo the minimum 
safe now. 

Ranking ie in Dizful, T understand, and not aware of what has happened, so I toll 
you as the facta, may bo of importance.

Memorandum on the Circumstances which- me to Lieutenant ITi'feomhf dem i-official 
letter of the 28 th April , 1910, repotting that Disturbances had oemmd at the 
QiLfields. 

MR, OHAS. RITCHIE, who gave me tho information contained in my above- 
quoted demi-official letter, is pipe-line contractor to the oil company, and actually 
employs a good many more men than the company at tho present moment. 

He spoke from actual experience of what ho had seen, and in confidence to me* I 
would therefore ask that the source of my information should not be in any way 
divulged to tho company should it be found necessary to address a further 
communication to them on the subject. 

The facts which gave vise to the report are sot forth substantially correctly by the 
managing agents in their letter to the hoard, an extract, of which was forwarded, under 
Foreign Office despatch No. 107 of the 4th July, 1910, to Mr, Marling. 

They state that thirty-nine Kurds struck work. My information is Unit about forty 
struck, ami the Kurds themselves told me that they all struck except one. They form i lie 
only source of indigenous skilled labour at the disposal of the company, and it will bo 
noted that the muttugiug agents admit that in consequence of their defection one rig 
and tho workshop stopped work* Since the works at that time consisted of one 
workshop and two rigs, of which one ng was, 1 am given to umloraUnid, not working, 
my statement that they had had practically to close down is approximately correct, 
The Kurds were absent for a week, and the assistant manager, who was in charge at

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tlie time, told me confidentially during the course of nay recent investigation tulo 
various matters at the oil-fields, that hfB -fhey not returned, lie had no doubt that the 
European staff would have followed (heir example, h should be exp]tubed that mot 
only did the Kurds strike, but they left camp and proceeded to the Karun, 53 miles 
distant, in order to take the steamer to Mohammerah, and were only prevented from 
carrying out their design by Mr Reynolds, who happened to he on hoard and induced 
them to return by promising to remove their grievances. 

The managing agents were not officially advised of the incident, hut they should 
have been, As it reflected unfavourably on the policy adopted by Mr. Reynolds, as 
will he apparent from the managing agents 1 hitler quoted above, the funner did not 
mention the incident at all, and the managing agents attempted afterwards to make 
light of it because they did not like it to appear that such tilings could happen without 
their cognisance, or that they had not complete control over \vhut was being done in 
the camps. 

I have every reason to believe that the statements on which I based my report 
wli-e correct, and I was informed on the ocodpon of my visit to the lil-fields that the 
telegram which the Sardar Assad went to the khans as a result, of Mr. Mailing's 
representations had an excellent effect, as it reached rhn junior khans when they were 
actually at the oil-fields, and induced them to give very strict orders to the guards, in 
conformity with the Sardar’s orders.

AN agreement entered into between the Ministry of Public Woika nf the Persian. 
Govonmiont hereinafter calk'd “the sellers ' r of tin- href, pun, and Messrs. Frank 
tL. Stride and Co., Limited, hereinafter called the •'buyers" of the second part, whereby 
it in agreed as follows J

SINCE writing my despatch No. 237 of the 27 th December last, I have received 
reports of two or three trifling robberies on the Bus! nre-Ispahan road, but they did not 
5-gom of sufficient ini pur Iiliicc to warrant my reporting them by telegraph- There has 
certainly b§an a diminution of disorders on the road and caravan b are passing along it. 
According to a telegram from His Majesty's acting consul at Shiran received this 
morning, ,L the i'faid is deep under phenomenal snow and robberies are now unlikely," 
Mr. Smart adds “ Oaravans; accumulate! fitfully mid proceed with special guards, the 
post arriving every two or three weeks." 

There is not much progress to report in the development of the measures which 
the Persian Government stated m their note of the 38th December that they were 1 
taking for the re-estabUahtnant of security on the road, Soule l- cd-Do wleh appeals to 
have insufficient control over bis tribesmen to encourage any confident hope that he will 
be able to cope with any recnidatocence of disorders in the spring, 

Nmiii-i^Sidtnneh has not yet got beyond Rush ire on his way to his post, and no 
troops bare yet left Ispahan for Hhiim, though 1 Understand that the 70h men and 
3 guns sent from Tehran have reached Ispahan, and have been joined by some 800 more 
ordered to Shiraz, 

The Imperial Bank's loan, on which the efficacy of the Persian Government's 
measures for the policing of the road so much depends, is like all else in Government life 
in Tehran, hanging flic pending the arrival of the Regent, Manr-ul-Mulk, who left Vienna 
on the !7th instant, and has now reached Baku, No progress has luscn mode hi the 
work of the qmnnus&iongrs appointed to Study the apportionment of the proceeds of the 
loan amongst the different Ministries, and to ekbcirate a system, of control, though 
instructions, of which ! enclose a copy, have been issued for its working, 

General Maletto, the foreign officer referred to in the Persian Government’s note of 
the 38th December, as having been appointed and sent to Ears, has not yd left Tehran. 
H« was to have left y&sterdny, but is still dulayed awaiting written instructions. He 
calk'd on mo on the lttf.li instant, to say good-bye, lie complained of the delay in 
furnishing him with instructions, His contract stated that He was to organise a 
gsmlarmcrte in Fms, and lie has bfcen told veebalSj that the force is to consist of 700 
men, but in! has been able to obtain nothing more precise. He also complained that it 
was not iiiii-udi'il b> give him complete control over the funds for this force. Just before 
(hum ml M.ulctWs vital I had seen the Minister lor Foreign Affairs, on whom l had urged 
the importance of facilitating General Maletta's work In every way. His Excellency 
told mu that a sum of 80,000 tomans had been remitted to the Imperial Rank's branch 
at Shiraz towards the expenses of the proposed force, and he assured me that no part of 
this money would be spent with Oil I- General Mnletto's consent. I conveyed these 
assurances to Gene nil Mcletta. The general promised to keep in the closest, touch with 
His Majesty’s consulate at Shiraz. 

1 begged him in inform the uonsutaiu at once if h& W&S in any way obstructed by 
the local authorities, m the execution of his duties, and promised that any complaints 
that Im hud to make on this score would receive my immediate attention,

seen their way to meet the wishes of the Persian Government-. The Swedish Govern¬ 
ment were then applied to and a telegram had been received from the Persian Minister 
in Paris giving tlie condition upon which the Swedish Government were willing to 
supply the officers eel question The matter has been put before tlm Foreign Affaire 
Committee of the House. He concluded by declaring that the Government were 
determined to restore order and security in Fare. 

At the sitting of the Hb January an att.pfc was made to bring on a vote of

A, written request- of ten deputies v an iben read for die formation of a 
committee of the House to enquire with the Mi mat era into Arabist a n affaire, This 
move is probably connected with the suspicions entertained towards the Sheikh of 
iMohjiinmorjih.

Three robberies, however, have ^occurred recently, two on the Ahwaz arid one 
on the Tehran road. In two cases the post was robbed, -t pl in the third a caravan 
belonging tii Messrs, Lynch, These robberius are believed to be the work of nmlconti'iit 
Bakhtiam. Early in January a number of' these folkhturns gathered at Dahku, with 
the avowed intention of attacking Ispahan, but began to disperse on the 8 th January* 
SuI'dar-i-Molifconhan i and Surdar-i-lMiadui', Bakhtiavis, arrived at Ispahan on the 19th 
January, and left Ibr the Bakhtiari country on the 22nd. Since the 1st January troops 
for Fats have arrived at Ispahan from Tehran and Ilamndun, and the Jejalt regiment, ui 
garrison at Ispahan, has also been ordered to Furs, 

2. M. Betrofii formerly Russian consul at Kernum, arrived on the 13th January 
from Yezd, 

Yczd. 

Zaighain-ed-Dowleh, Kashgai, the now governor, arrived early in December. He 
Inis taken over charge of the policing of the roads, He has tie far displayed no energy 
in the admuiistnUion of the province, but ia said to be awaiting the arrival of 200 
KoreoiiiLMg whom he has requested the KuWftnm to semi him from Fans, During 
December the Kerman road was almost entirely blocked, A party of 400 Firs robbers 
seized a building at Shams and, making it their head-quarters, pillaged the district* 
XL Petroff, lately liussian consul at Kerman, was delayed fora long time at Anar t 
but reached Yezd safely escorted by a largo number of road guards on the 31st 
December.

1. Julul-ud-Dowleh, Dm now governor, arrived on the 21st January from Tehran. 

3. Du ring December, there wore 105 cases of cholera ami 50 deaths in Kerman. 
By the end d the month the disOEtno had disappeared. 

3, The roads in the province continued unsafe during December. 


During December interest centred in the condition of the Kazerim road to Bush ire. 
On the 5th December a caravan was attacked at Sineh Solid by fifteen robbery, 
j^oshguis mid Mamastmnis, and thirteen mules, four donkeys, and ten loads were earned 



off An escort with the caravan, consisting of thirty gunners with one field gun and 
thirty-six mounted men, fled at the first shot. One muleteer was severely wounded, 
A force of 300 mounted men with one gnu was subsequently sent to recover the 
plundered property* Exceptionally early and heavy snow has since guarded the road 
and caravans continim to pass up and down* It appears that Soumt-ed-Dowleh no 
longer has much influence in his own tribe. He hsis not endeavoured to police the road 
with his own man, hut lias employed local riflemen. Meanwhile Mohammad Alt Khan, 
Esshguli, who is suspected of aiming at the chieftainship of the tribe, is said to bo 
Instigating* robberies On the road, Boidet-ed-Dowleh haa been endeavouring to effect a 
reconciliation with his brother, Soulot-Bs-Saltaneh, and with Mohammad Ali Khan, 
Kashguli. The latter enjoys great influence among the Lure of Western, Furs. Ho 
recently forcibly released two Farsiimtdan chiefs, whom Soulet-ed-Dowleh had 
imprisoned on account of the damage done to the telegraph lines lafit October by 
KushgaiK, Mr* Christmas recently met Soulet-ed-Dcwleh and other K&shgtu chiefs at 
Kazerun, Soulct-ed-Dowleh frankly admitted that bo could no longer keep the chiefs 
faithful accept by flattery. He added that they paid no attention to him as they 
continually expected that Zaigham-ed Dowleh would be appointed IIkhani. It is 
doubtful whether Soulet-ed-Dowleb can succeed in reasserting his lose supremacy 
without the support oi the Government. He is at present at Buehire where he has gone 
to meet the new governor, Nizam-es-Saltaneh. The Ispahan road has been disturbed by 
small hands of robbers. On the 3th December, a small caravan, carrying stores to 
Dahbid for the Indo-European Telegraph Department- was robbed neat Dehbal, On the 
Bitb December the past was robbed near Si vend by Kourehotlis, and at about the same 
time a caravan of 150 donkeys bringing to Shiraz the produce of Mervdasht was robbed 
Vl miles north of Shiraz, Later two more posts were robbed, near Khaneh Korgan and 
Siven respectively, latest reports state that the country h deep under snow, which 
makes robberies unlikely, Tim Kazertm road is said to be normal, while the Ispahan 
road is hardly being used at all.

Soule t- ed- Dowleh, accompanied by 400 Kashgais, arrived at Bush ire on the 
29tb December, 1910, The Khans of Daliki and Boroajun also arrived with 175 men, 
and Darya Beggi brought in 300 Tange&tani and Angali tribesmen. It was reported 
that Zair Khadder, chief of the Dashtis. had formed an alliance with the chiefs of 
Angali and ('hakutai U> resist by force if necessary any attempt of Souiot-cd-Dowli-li 
to interfere in their local a flairs. As there appeared to be some likelihood of trouble 
ensuing, Colonel Oox, who was at Diibai, instructed Captain Bird wood to interview 
Du.iyii Beggi and Soidpt ed Dowleh separately, to point out the danger of the assembly 
of so many armed tribesmen in Bush ire ami to inform them that on die first siguH of 
disorder involving danger to Europeans the same steps would be taken os were taken by 
His Majesty's ships in April 1909. Colonel Cox returned to Bushin- with Admiral 
■Slade on the 2nd January and Nizam-es Saltnueh arrived cm the LOth January, No 
disturbances have oecured at Bush ire, 

Mohaitvmerah. 

1. With reference to tins revolt at Fni'lmn against the sheikh, previously reported, 
the following information has since Como to hand. At the end of November Shaikh 
Khuzaal formulated throe demands:— 

(I.) rhfit Aghtt Rahim should give an undertaking that Farhan would not create 
trouble : if F&rhati did, Aglta Rahim to be held responsible. 

(2.) That Sheikh Haider, a dependent of Sheikh Kha&ud should bo fict free. 

(J) That 4,090b and sixty ritfes, due from Farhau, should he handed over to the 
sheikh, also 14 Oh, compensation fora recent robbery from the oil company at Dura 
Khazum. 

These demands were also telegraphed by the sheikh to tho Minister of the Interior 
to Amird-Mufukbam and to Sardarri-Mohteebam. The sheikh added that if his 
demands were not complied with he would place horsemen at certain points on his 
boundaries and charge the expanses to the central Government. Aghn Itahbi gave the 
required undertaking but only until the acting chiefs of Urn Rukhtiuris should arrive in 
the low country, Sheikh Haider was wet free in Ahwaz mi the 29th Novemb i. Tliu 
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third demand remained outstanding. Theaheikh's forces razed Dehno to the ground 
and dispersed. but were towards the end of December summoned again by the sheikh 
to deal with Furhan, who had returned and was plundering the district, inhibited by the 
adherents of Sheikh Haider. Subsequently the order for their assembly was cancelled 
but they were to remain mobilised at their homes, Colonel Cox expresses the opinion 
that the sheikh is probably quite able to look after his interest* as far m F&rhait and 
the Bnkhtiarie are concerned. He therefore deprecated further representations to the 
Persian Government. 

2* Mishri, whose lands at Faddaghiyeh were looted in October, has received a 
telegram from Zair Pasha, the Bussm-uK deputy at Cortstantinople stating that his 
complaints would be discussed in Parliament ami that he should sue Sheikh Khazaal in 
the Turkish courts at Bussorah for Lhe recovery of the dates alleged to have been stolon 
by his subjects, 

3, Major Haworth took over charge of His Majesty's Consulate from Lieutenant 
Wilson on the 15th January, 1911.

Ah you arc aware, the late Minister for Foreign Affair,s expressed liij> deepest 
regret, for the occurrence in his note of the 13th October hist.

He 
hoped, he said, scon to be ia a petition to withdraw the Russian troops From Kasvin T 
and was, indued, only waiting for a reply to a telegram which he had sent M. Pokluwsky 
to give tho order for their withdrawal, ft would, he thought, be well for Russia to 
give the Persian Government this proof of'their Hi a inter esteduess at. the present moment, 
fig lie waa much pru-occupied by the activity being displayed by the Turku in the 
frontier districts ; 500 men had recently been despatched to Sulduz, which was, beyond 
lu shadow of a doubt, in Persian territory, and Home step would s<xm have to be taken 
at Constantinople with a view to preventing further Turkish encroachments. As his 
Excellency expressed the hope that HLs. Majesty's Governmeait would co-operate with 
the Russian Government on this question, I repeated to bun tha assurances which I 
had given him on tho receipt of your tel eg rein No, fi of the 4 th January, to the effect 
that His Majesty's Government would gUdly support Russian representations at 
Constantinople with regard to the Turco-drcrsiau frontier question M. SazottOw also 
oppressed to me so mo misgivings us to a report which had reached him that the Young 
Turks wore endeavouring to effect a mppracftcftuujf with the Persians for the purpose ot 
concerting common action against England and Russia. 

In a further go uve matron which I had with Si is Ereolluncy, after receiving your 
telegram No. 17 of the 31st ultimo, I endeavoured once more to impress on hun tho 
I'xpodienay of at once withdrawing the Russian troops from Kosvin; but ns his 
Excellency had still receiv«d no reply from M. Poklewsky, he had nothing to add to 
what he bad already told me on the subject. On my remarking that tho withdrawal 
of these troops would greatly strengthen our position whenever we decided to make 
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"represent ntioiiB at Constantinople with regard to the Turco "Persian frontier question^ 
M. Silkoiiow contended that tlipre was no analogy between the two cases, na the Turks 
were actually administering the occupied districts iia if they belonged to the Sultan, and 
were transforming their consular officers into kainiakains, 

On calling on his Excellency yesterday 1 told him that Sir George Barclay bad 
telegraphed that M. Poklowsky ’did not appear to have received any explicit instructions 
to report his views with regard to the withdrawal of the Kasvhi troops, independently 
of the motor-car concession question. M. SajMinow replied that M. Poklewsky must 
have r p^ undftrfltnorl his i list ructions. He had telegraphed to him saying that now 
thfitt the motor-car question, was the only one about which there still existed any 
doubt tie was anxious to withdraw the troops as soon m he could find a convenient 
pretext, and that he would like to have his views on the subject.^ On my asking him 
whether ha would mind sending M. Poklvwsky another telegram, his. Excellency ill once 
promised to do so. 

hi the cornea of our conversation I told M. Sazonow that the Turkish Ambassador, 
on meeting me at a party the other ]light, had complained of the severe terms in which 
his Excellency had recently spoken to him of Turkish encrc|ithment& on Persian 
territoly;, and had appealed to mo fov my sympathy. E had, 1 added, informed furkhan 
Pasha that, though 1 was not acquainted with what M. SazoD'OW had actually said to 
him, I was entirely nt one with his Excellency in condemning what appeared to me to 
be au unwarranted occupation of Persian frontier districts, M. Sazonow replied that 
ho ivas very glad that I had said this: that he had had a very serious conversation with 
Turkhim Pasha a few days ago, and had told him that if the Turkish troops continued 
to advance in the way they were doing at present they would one day find themselves 
confronted by Russian bayonets.

a Gorman were any Americans to ho engaged. 

On my communicating to him two days later the substance of your telegram 
No, 18 of the 31 at ultimo, hin Excellency said that lie had mi forgotten that we buu 
informed the Persian Government last September that we would raises no objections to 
American advisers on account of their not being the subjects nf a European Great 
Power, but that now that Germany bad so dearly manifested her intention of putting 
forward a German for the post of aslriser to one of the Persian Ministries, she would 
pay i to attention to tiny thing wo might say with regard to the disimeres ted ness of the 
United States in Persian a flairs. It would therefore be far safer to restrict the choice 
of the Persian Government to the minor Powers, as the appointment of a German 
advisor would inevitably lead to die establishment of an international administration in 
Persia, and would consequently entail every sort of difficulty and com plica Lion, He 
had already talograplied to M, Poklewgky in the above sense, and lie would be very 
grateful if you would art as you had suggested, and enquire unofficially at Vv uMimgfoh 
whether the United States G'uvermmmt attached any importance to the appointment of 
American advisers. - - 

Uu the receipt »f your ielrgratn No, 32 of the 4th instant, I informed lb tawonnw 
that His Majesty’s Ambc^siidor at Washington strongly deprecated the idea of 
addressing any such enquiries lo the United States Government, and that now that tho 
engagement of Amoriuan advisera hud been definitely decided on by the Persian 
Government it was, in your opinion, loo hto lo reopen tho question. M. Sazonbw said 
that ho shared this view, though he could not but regret tho step which the Persian 
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Government were taking. He was afraid that it would create a precedent of which 
Germany might avail herself to put forward a German candidate for the post of adviser 
to one of the Persian Ministries ; and in that case, we should have to bring strong 
pressure to bear on lho Persian Government to prevent such an appointment being 
made.

A MU reference to your telegram No. 3(7 of the 3rd instant, I have the honour to 
report lhat at its meeting of the 2nd February tlie Medjliss voted unanimously for the 
salaries of the American financial experts a list of which is annexed. 

Considerable enthusiasm seems to have been shewn cm the occasion, but ! believe 
some doubts arc privately felt as to how far, in view of language difficulties and the 
Oriental methods of tlia Persians, the American typo of character will adapt itself to 
the task of effecting drastic reforms with due regard to native prejudices aud traditions, 
In tuiy case, it is to be hoped thill ihe Americans will follow t.ho example of the 
fSelglans already employed in ihe country in steering a inetful middle course between 
solicitude for the independence of Persia and deference lo the political Interests of (ho 
neighbouring Powers.

G. Chick, m\ comitiorhlal lulviser, im the sutijuel of the _ trade routes in 
Soittheni Persia, anti particularly the prospers of a British eemcossion for a motor 
transport service be tween Bnshire and Shiraz, l>y the Elmzabtul rmil.c. 

The memorandum roimhes my hands just us 1 am leaving hemh|uartei‘rt for outside 
work at Abu Musa and elsewhere, and time does not admit, of my eoirmainting on it at 
length before my departure. 

But primd fane it snenis to me that there is a good deal to hr oaid for the 
guggeation that in the no.urso of onr elfprts lo bring about a nUito of security on the 
trade route between Bushin' and Bliiruz wo should inoidt-ulivlly work in a eon cess inn 
fora British or Anglo-Persian wheeled tianaport mervioa on the easier alignment via 
PmiKubad, 

The acquisition of such a uoneessiou for British euK-rprise would not. only assist 
materially towards uiaintniiiiiLg our predominance in this zone, und help U> keep 
foreign enterprise out, Sait would, f am sutg. greatly stimulate tile Hugging spirits and 
energies of British linns trading or nndtsnyparing to trade in this part of Southern 
Persia. 

Before the project can ho usefully examined, however, we mnsl. necessarily know 
Lhe engiueeriiig iwissibilhies and probable cost of the truek per mihjj.nud forihk reason 
l have in the first itislaave ventured to send to llis Majesty's Miuietor and lire 
Government of India the telegram of which l append a paraphrase.

While remembering that HtfkS-9 and 10 were years that allowed a great 

falling-off of imported goods, it cun ha reasonably estimated that the average revenue 
derived from transport hire ought not to be less than 40,000i. per annum, and might 
well readi 55,000/.

From Rushire as fair as Shiran tins road is lately ptaible, partly because the 
Governor-General, Nfixarn-es'SuUoucli, is halted lull t way, and partly because there is 
fitill much, sjilhv about, I Euwevor, these aids to the auaurity of the road will soon 
disappear. Heavy robberies have Lately been reported on the Shi rax-Ispahan, Bunder 
Abbaa-Kernmn, and Bunder Abbas Lar routes, which are all most insecure. Nizam- 
es-$n lunch seems to be making no serious progress, and reports of consuls at Shiraz, 
Kerman, Lingah* and ! hinder Abbas regarding their spheres arc most pessimistic. 
Consequently the possibility seems by no means remote that we shrill have to snake 
good the British note. 

Tills Resiliency has hitherto, when it lias only been the question of a choice of 
alternative jiiuLo-t racks between bett? and Shiraz, consistently pleased for adherence to 
the Kaxerun route* because It is shorter and possesses advantages in caravansaries and 
the telegraph line, hut ihis route is admittedly out of the question as a prospective 
alignment for a railway or u motor transport service. Mr* Chick, In the course of a 
memorandum on the roud iu question which he has just placed before: me, urges that 
should ii bcciHnr accessary for us to participate- in policing a route to Bin rax from the 
coast it may as well ho a route which could be made practicable for a motor transport 
service, and with that idea he directs rjl.tcui.ion to the road via Fimzahatb If (.Ids road 
affords a feasibly alignment fur motor transport at all* the journey when the track was 
in working order would be performed in four days at the outsidej and the task of 
policing ii would bn greatly aim pi i lied, IT necessary at all. 

Moreover, this road, unlike the route via Kazmin, would have the advantage of 
tying mainly in the sphere of one tribe, the Kattligju, whose chiefs might he expected 
to co-operate with ns, as they are fricmdly mid alive to their own interests. 

Tn ids mctnorntnluni Mr. (’hick lias gone Into the figures, and these indicate that 
a motor transport service by this route would, prima facie, be commercially lucrative, 
but it. would Ik* necessary, before wc could be suRieiently sure of this to recommend 
the project loamy British or Atiglu-Porstiiu syndicate, that ail export in lull roads and 
railways should examine the road ami give an opinion on the alignment, and au 
approximate estimate of (he i-nsi of construction per mile. 

The Limiter seems to he of immediate interest, as it might, even be wort El while to 
stipulate, as a condition of abstention from placing British officers on the Kusteruii 
route, for the grant of a concession for a transport service on the Finiaabtid road. 

Unless the examination is carried out this spring opportunity will not recur until 
autumn. Would it be possible for the Government of India to depute Captain 
L Uopkhis, I i, Ed. ? who in 1903 surveyed the Aliwux-Sliintx ionic, or another engineer 
L'xpet'i if lit is nut available? It would, be necessary for him to nr rive here by the end 
of chi* month. The Euvriligui eliEof, Bonbt-ed-X)owleh, would then he starting up the 
roiul, and an engineer officer and ime of my stall whom 1 could scud with him would 
thus have the advantage ol' Soulei.-tsd-Doivleti's presence. 

If, /fG/nd /anr, the idea commends hselt to the Government of India and His 
Majesty's Minister, and if it. will probably be feasible to spare an engineer officer for 
tide duty forthwith, I request that I may be informed as soon as possible,, so that 
Soulet cun be asked to delay his departure to give our officers time to join him.

IN accordance with the custom prevailing when the accused are Russian subjects 
the- enquiry into the murder of Mani-ed-Dowleh is being held in the Foreign Office 
Tribunal in Tehran, that, into the attempt on Mohnmed-LKIiokan and into the murder 
of hi* nephew in the KaTguiaaria Court at Ispahan, A Russian official is foil owing 
V>Otli cases. Nothing intlieatoti that there has been any leek of co-operation on the part 
of the Russian Legation in Tehran, or of die Russian consula to-genoral at Ispahan. 
The accused will be &eut to Russia for trial when the proceedings are terminated. 
M. Potlewski informs me that ho had risked that Lhe murderers of Saui-ethDowleh 
might eventually be tried by court-martial in Russia, in order to render a capital 
sentence possible, but lie lias learned that this cililuiii he arranged. 

Two other murders m which the accused were Russian subjects were committed 
last year. The joint enquiry in Tehran failed, in olio ouse, to establish anything, and 
the accused was merely deported to Russia, at tin.' request of the Persian Government, 
by my Russian colleague. The guilt of the accused in the other was proved in 
Tehran. He is now, I understand, uiutergoing Lift trial in XRmsia.
